What panic—not this panic nor 
that, but any panic; and what causes 
it’ In its last analysis it is simply 
a financial storm, when human 
like a team of horses running 
or cattle on a stampede, or the 
rush of men and women out of a build- 
ing on the alarm of fire, take counsel 
of their fear and fail to exercise judg- 
meni. Speaking of the panic itself, 
apart from what precedes it and what 
inevitably follows, apart from the 
and consequences, it is purely 
a mental phenomenon, a speciesS of 
nation-wide and perhaps world-wide 
hysterics

One panic is very much like 
and similar though not al- 
Ways the same events precede it, and 
similar consequences but not exactly 
alike follow. There is always a period 
of preparation, almost invariably good 
times—-hboom times—when the opti- 
mist more optimistic, the doubter 
becomes an optimist and the pessi- 
mist is afraid to express even a doubt. 
During this period of preparation most 
people are enlarging their business, 
using their credit to its utmost extent. 

Then follows a period of incubation 
in which some men become suspicious, 
believing that times are too good to 
last. They do not say much about 
their suspicions, lest they be regarded 
as old fogies and pessimists, but still 
there is the feeling. 

This panic has been incubating for 
two years. The exposure of the high- 
toned, well connected, influential in- 
surance officials and the fact that the 
funds of these great institutions, held 
in trust, were used by speculators who 
put excess values in stocks of genuine 
merit and high values in stocks that 
were merely water, blue sky, or ex- 
pectations, awakened the suspicions of 
men who believe in old-fashioned hon- 
esty. The exposure of the methods 
used in floating the New York Street 
Railway still further aroused public 
sentiment Then came the exposure 
of the method of the manipulation of 
railroads, then the copper collapse; 
until the busy public began to lose 
faith in the director of our finances. 

The shock of the panic came and 
the public saw clearly that New York 
had not confidence in her own banks, 
and was drawing out her money, fore- 


is 


ing rascally officials out of the banks 
and trust companies of which they 
had control by ownership. Bankers 


elsewhere reasoned: If New York has 
lost confidence in her own banks, how 
can we trust them? Hence the banks 
in all the great centers had to 
group themselves together and stand 





together or fall separately. This was 
what gave the shock, the real panic, 
to the investing public. 

Speaking of panics in terms of 
money, they are preceded by a period 
of financial activity measured by the 
deposits in the banks. They are im- 
mediately followed by an arrest of 
business activity and a decline of de- 
posits in the banks, not necessarily 
cash, but credit which passes as de- 
posits. 

Panics, therefore, while not affect- 
ing in the least the amount of money 
in the country, do affect very seri- 
ously the amount of money in circula- 
tion. For when this financial brain 
storm is widespread the public in a 
dazed way begins to inquire what has 
happened. The first thing they do is 
to restrict business operations. They 
cease to plan for new investments or 
improvements. They begin to examine 
into the condition of the body finan- 
cial. There is usually need for more 
or less surgery, and surgery may give 
a shock to the system. Sometimes 
the surgery is more extensive than 
was anticipated. Prices settle down 
gradually because immediate wants 
become less and it takes less means 
to supply them. Certain luxuries are 
first to suffer, and failures of firms 
engaged in the manufacture of lux- 
uries like automobiles, venders cf 
diamonds, etc., are to be expected. 
Fortunately, people must eat, drink, 
and wear clothing, and be sheltered. 
They must read. There are essential 
human wants that must be supplied, 
and business in these lines goes on 
much as usual. 

As to a cure; there is none except 
time. Men may become sick sud- 
denly as the result of causes long 
operating; but recovery is slow, neces- 
sarily so, but measured by the extent 
and virulence of the disease. Time is 
a great healer. In the process of re 
covery, before we recover fully, prices 
on articles that have been advanced 
too high will fall, perhaps too low for 
the time being. In the end those men 
who have not been heavily in debt 
will be just as well off. We will have 
the same value, but it will be meas- 
ured by fewer dollars. We will be a 
great deal better off morally; for we 
know of nothing that detracts from 
the proper development of manhood 
as much as a money-madness such as 
we have been suffering from for the 
last few years. 

How can panics be prevented? They 
cannot be prevented except by the re- 
construction of human nature. They 
cannot be fully prevented except by 
making all men level-headed, a rather 
difficult job. Something, however, can 
be done, and we think will be done, 
which will in a measure prevent them. 
National and state governments should 
do just as the state of Iowa did last 
winter: absolutely prohibit lying in 
the way of issuing stocks of corpora- 
tions, and demand that behind every 
one hundred dollars’ worth of stock 
there must be one hundred dollars in 
gold value. This is simply compelling 
by law the organizers of corporations 
to tell the truth. This in itself will 
go far to stop gambling in stocks of 
corporations. Germany after her panic 
of two or,three years ago has found 
it necessary to prescribe the most 
rigid laws governing the buying of 
stocks on margins—selling what you 
don’t have and buying what you don’t 
expect to get. 

Insofar as undue favoritism has 
been shown to certain lines of busi- 
ness by our tariff, which has enabled 
unscrupulous men to put value in 
water and to capitalize the earnings of 
future generations, this should be cor- 


rected, not by hasty congressional 
action but by action resulting from 
scientific investigation providing a 


rational basis for that action. 





RATION FOR COWS. 


A southern Iowa correspondent 
writes: 
“We have three cows which give 


from twelve to twenty-eight pounds of 
milk per day. We want to know the 
best ration and the cheapest we can 
feed them. We have corn fodder in 
abundance. Corn is worth 50 cents 
per bushel; oats, 48 cents per bushel; 
oil meal, $1.65 per hundredweight; 
wheat chops, $1.40 per hundredweight. 
Is there any butter value in potatoes, 
beets, turnips, etc.? If so, how should 
they be prepared. and how much 
should be fed? Butter is worth 15 
cents cash or 20 cents in trade.” 

Our correspondent is referred to an 
answer published in our issue of a 
couple of weeks ago to a similar ques- 
tion. We do not know that we can 
suggest any better ration than four 
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parts corn, two parts oil meal, and two 
parts of wheat bran. Our correspond- 
ent does not mention wheat bran, but 
we presume it can be obtained there 
at somewhat less than the price given 
for wheat chop. The latter is too high 
at the price named and oats is out of 
the question. Feed of this mixture 
from seven to ten pounds, depending 
upon the amount of milk the cows are 
giving. With regard to the value of 
potatoes, beets, turnips, etce., their 
chief value is in furnishing variety 
and a succulent feed. A measure of 
beets, if our correspondent has enough 
of them, to each cow one per day will 
be relished and will tend to increase 
ie milk flow. Chop and feed raw with 
the grain. 

The most important thing our corre- 
spondent has to do just now is to find 
a more profitable market for the but- 
ter. Creameries throughout the state 
of Iowa have until recently been pay- 
ing 25 to 28 cents per pound for but- 
ter fat, which would be equivalent to 
over 30 cents a pound for butter. Dur- 
ing the past two or three weeks the 
price of butter fat has dropped very 
materially, but local creameries and 
centralizing plants are paying from 20 
to 23 cents per pound for it. Our cor- 
respondent would do much better to 
sell to the creamery if there is one, 
or to one of the centralizing plants 
rather than make butter and sell it at 
15 cents per pound cash or 20 cents 
in trade. 


MOLASSES FOR HORSES. 


An Iowa correspondent writes: 

“What are we to feed our horses and 
colts this winter? Oats are 45 cents 
per bushel, and poor quality, so we 
cannot, of course, feed that. I have 
been thinking of buying some mo- 
lasses, which I can get for 15 cents a 
gallon in fifty-gallon lots, with freight 
added from Chicago, and mix this with 
crushed corn, cob and all, and feed. 
If this would be a good mixture, what 
proportion should I use? I have oat 
straw, shredded corn fodder, timothy 
hay, and thrashed timothy hay to feed, 
but no clover. Also would the stock 
molasses ‘help out the ration for dairy 
cows?” 

We are afraid our correspondent 
cannot afford to feed molasses in any 
quantity at the price named and with 
the feeds he has on hands. Molasses 
is considered quite a valuable feed for 
horses in the southern states and also 
in some European countries. In the 
southern states it is fed in connec- 
tion with cotton seed meal and ground 
corn and cob. In this case enough 
cotton seed meal is used to furnish 
the protein needed, and the result is 
very satisfactory. Without some feed 
rich in protein forming a part of the 





ration, however, we do not think 
molasses can be fed economically in 
any considerable quantity. We think 


our correspondent will find that about 
the cheapest ration he can make for 
his horses and colts is corn and oil 
meal in proportion of about five parts 
of corn to two parts of oil meal. If 
any of the animals are slightly out of 
condition it would pay him to use a 
small amount of molasses in connec- 
tion with the corn and oil meal. 
Molasses acts as a tonic and is espe- 
cially valuable to bring horses up into 
good, thrifty condition. If he had 
clover hay or alfalfa to mix the 
molasses with the result would be still 
more satisfactory. 





TOBACCO IN THE STOCK YARD. 


Some weeks ago we suggested that 
a good and, in fact, the best, place to 
use tobacco was in feeding it to ewes, 
with the object of getting rid of the 
stomach worms with which all coarse 
wooled sheep are affected during the 
winter season, and thus _ protecting 
the lambs which are usually the vic- 
tims during the coming summer. We 


suggested this on the recommenda- 
tion of Dr. Miller, who has had ex- 
perience in that line. We have had 


no experience ourselves; but we do 
know that tobacco properly applied is 
a most excellent remedy for the ex- 
ternal parasites of sheep, such as 
scab and _ ticks. Reasoning from 
analogy, it should be a good remedy 
for the internai parasites, which are 
really the worst enemies of the sheep. 


It is not necessary to buy a high 
priced tobacco for this purpose. 
Tobacco stems and tobacco dust or 
broken leaves can be bought for a 
mere trifle at any cigar factory in 
almost any town. These can be 
chopped or ground and mixed with 


salt and given to the ewes during the 
winter season with no damage and 
with probable benefit.

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ABOUT BUYING SEED CORN. 


One of our Illinois subscribers reg- 

jsters a complaint against two or three 
seedsmen who advertise in Wallaces’ 
Farmer. It seems that he and a num- 
of his neighbors in order to secure 
a lower rate clubbed together and sent 
different varieties of seed corn, 
after securing the catalogue showing 
photographs of the corn graded and 
ungraded. When the seed corn came 
it was not according to sample of 
graded corn, containing small, irreg- 
lar, and sometimes moldy corn much 
ike the ordinary corn that has gone 
hrough the sheller. Some of them 
sent the corn back, and complain that 
while the return freight was paid the 
charge for outshipment was not. They 
want to know why we advertise seeds- 
men whose claims in their catalogues 
are greater than the seed warrants. 

This is an old story with Wallaces’ 
Farmer, and we have solved it to our 
satisfaction. First, we do not ad- 
vertise any seedsman whom we know 
to be dishonest. In fact, one of the 
firms mentioned by our correspondent 
been excluded from our columns 
for a year or two. Second, we advise 
farmers to buy their corn early, not to 
uy from anybody except in the ear 
and subject to inspection, and to re- 
turn it if not according to sample or 
representation. We have further ad- 
vised them to get their seed corn as 
near home as possible and from land 
of similar character and quality to 
their own; and, still further, to grow 
their own seed corn and select it in 
the field about the time it is mature, 
taking into account the character of 
the stalk as well as the ear. 

Now, if our readers will follow these 
suggestions, beginning with the last, 
they will not have any trouble. We 
realize that because of the habit of 
farmers to put off the purchase of 
their seed corn, and other seeds as 
well, until nearly planting time, the 
business of the seedsmen has to be 
done within a very few weeks. If the 
firm is doing a large business, as most 
of them are, the selection and grad- 
ing must be done by hired help, often 
in a building blocks away from the 
office, so that it is impossible for the 
seedsman, however honest he may be, 
to avoid all mistakes. 

The farmer can control this if he 
wishes to do so. We have never ad- 
vised the farmer to buy seed from a 
distance for his whole crop. Circum 
stances may occur in which he must 
do so, such as an untimely frost over 
a large section, or the failure of his 
own crop from any cause. Generally 
speaking, however, the  up-to-daie 
farmer should not buy seed corn ex 
cept in small quantities for the pur- 
pose of testing a new variety. This 
he should buy only in the ear, and he 
should not hesitate to pay a good 
price. Seed corn of this kind is 
cheaper at five dollars a bushel, or 
even at ten, than shelled seed corn 
from a distance would be at one dollar. 

The business of the seedsman 
stands in great need of reform, and 
has so stood for many years. We 
have done our best to reform it. Our 
readers expect us to carry the adver- 
tisements of reputable firms, and 
would be disappointed if we did not. 
So far as corn is concerned we think 
we have found the solution, as out- 
lined above. There is no need of any 
farmer being deceived. It is more dif- 
ficult to reform the abuses connected 
with the distribution of other farm 
seeds; but of this we shall have more 
to say in the future. 
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HAULING OUT MANURE IN WINTER. 


We have constantly urged farmers 
0 keep their manure hauled out day 
by day as far as practical. The dairy- 
man who has his cows in stanchions 
can do this. It is no more trouble for 
him to put the manure on the spreader 
and take it out at once than it is to 
wheel it out into the yard. It is no 
more trouble in cleaning horse stables 
to put the manure on the spreader 
than into a pile at the side of the 
barn. It is not practicable to take 
marure out of the yards where cattle 
are being fed every day during the 
Winter season. 

Some farmers object to hauling out 
manure on frozen ground or on ground 


+ 


covered with snow, especially if 
covered with ice, on the ground that 
there will be a great waste when the 
first rain comes. We admit that when 
Manure is hauled out on ground cov- 
ered with ice there is more or less 
Waste; but the waste even under thes2 
circumstances is much less than one 
Would imagine. Wnoen the ground is 
not covered with ice or snow there is 


practically no waste at all. 


Therefore we urge our readers !o 
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haul out the manure this winter as 
frequently as possible. Don’t put it 
on land that you intend to put in oats 
next spring. Don’t put it on your corn 


land if you have any other place to 
put it. The best place for manure 
always is on the meadows and pas 


tures, where it will grow, by which we 
mean that the manure will stimulate 
the growth of the grasses. In stimu 
lating the growth of the top it will 
stimulate the root growth; and when 
this field is plowed up and put in corn 
or potatoes it will have much more 
vegetable matter than it would have 
if the manure had been applied direct 


ly to the grain crop. 
GRASSES FOR WET LAND. 
A northern [Iowa _ correspondent 
writes us that he has forty acres of 


wet land grown up with wild grass and 
squirrel-tail. He wishes to know 
whether it would be safe to plow up 
this land and put it in flax next year; 
or if not, what grasses can be grown 
to the best advantage on this kind 
of land. 

The best thing to do with this kind 
of land is to drain it by tile drains, 
if possible; if not, by open drains, to 
get rid of the surface water. Then 
plow it up and put it in flax, or in 
corn if the drainage is effective, and 
thus get rid of the squirrel-tail. If for 
any reason it cannot be drained, how- 
ever, then the best thing to do is to 
sow five or six pounds of alsike clover 
seed to the acre early in the spring, 
pasture it down sufficiently close to 
keep the squirrel-tail from seeding, 
and keep it up until it is eradicated. 
The eradication of squirrel-tail is a 
difficult problem, and we are not quite 
sure that it can be eradicated entirely 
even by this close pasturing. It can 
be kept from spreading. The only 
sure way is to drain the land and then 
put it through a course in the rota- 
tion. This will be effective. Then 
seed it down and keep the land so full 
of grass that the squirrel-tail cannot 
again secure lodgment no matter how 
much of it there may be in the neigh- 
borhood. 

Speaking of this squirrel-tail, our 
readers must have noticed that it al- 
ways catches near sloughs and in wet 
places; but it may not have occurred 
to them why it does so. In order to 
grow, the seed of this grass must 
bury itself in the ground by means 
ot the expansion and contraction of 
the awns with which it is furnished. 
When it lights on the surface of the 
ground it literally pulls itself in. If 
the land is already well sodded, so 
that it cannot come in contact with 
the ground, the seed in the nature of 
things cannot grow. The sure way 
to get rid of it is to drain the land, 
which would be the proper thing any- 
how on general principles, then culti- 
vate and seed down to clover and 
timothy. 


POST-MORTEM EXAMINATIONS. 


We 
mortem 


are not talking now about post- 
inspection at the stock yards 
but post-mortem examination on the 
farm, and that not by a veterinarian 
but by the farmer and his boys them- 
selves. Every farmer should have a 
working knowledge of the anatomy “tf 
the live stock that he grows. This can 
be obtained from books that are easily 
available. Then if the farmer. will 
simply hold a post-mortem on any ani- 
mal that dies on the farm, or if he will 
keep his eyes open when he is butch- 


ering, he will very soon obtain this 
working knowledge. 
He should not merely know the 


position of the bones, the heart, lungs, 
liver, kidneys, spleen, the stomachs of 
different classes of animals, and the 
difference between the digestive sys- 
tem of the ruminants such as cattle 
and sheep, and the non-ruminants 
such as hogs and horses, but he should 
know the difference in the appearance 
of these different vital organs in health 


and in disease. This cannot be 
learned altogether from books, but 
usually enough animals die on the 


farm and in the neighborhood to en- 
able the farmer to get a practical 
knowledge by actual dissection and 
post-mortem. 

No animal should be allowed to die 
on the farm without, unless it does 
from blackleg or other dangerous con- 
tagious disease, holding a post-mortem 
over it before destroying the carcass 
If an animal dies, the farmer ought to 


know absolutely what was the matter 
with it. If hogs die from supposed 
cholera, always cut them open, ex- 


amine carefully the lungs and the in- 
testines and see whether the lungs are 
solidified. whether there are ulcers 
anywhere on the intestines, or whether 
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the trouble was merely worms. If a 
cow dies in the corn field, open her 
and find out whether it is impaction 
of the stomach or some other disease. 
It may save you a number of cattle to 
know this one thing. 

If some hogs have died and others 
are sick, kill some of the sick ones by 
bleeding and thus ascertain their con- 
dition. It will often pay—and we have 
done this ourselves—to kill one that 
is apparently well, for the purpose 2f 
comparing conditions. It is seldom 
necessary, however, to do this. If the 
farmer will simply hold a_ post- 
mortem over any animal that dies on 
the farm he will add immensely to his 
practical knowledge and save himself 
a good many dollars. 


THE PRICE OF CORN. 


Farmers generally are greatly inter- 
ested this year in the probable price 
of corn. They have been expecting a 
very greatly increased price on ac- 
count of the decreased yield, reasoning 
that if the corn consuming world got 
away with over 2,900,000,000 bushels 
last year at a good price there should 
be no difficulty in getting away with 
the estimated 2,500,000,000 bushels 
this year at a better price. 

The government estimates’ the 
amount of corn in farmers’ hands 
November 1, 1907, at 130,995,000 bush- 
els, or about 4% per cent of last year’s 


yield; and but a little more than that 
proportion was on hand at a corre- 
sponding date in 1906. Inasmuch as 


less than 100,000,0000 bushels were ex- 
ported last year, it is evident that we 
consumed a quarter of a million bush- 
els more than this year’s promised 
yield. 

In considering corn prices, however, 
we must take into account the feed- 
ing operations. In connection with its 
crop statistics each year the govern- 
ment makes an estimate of the amount 
of corn shipped out of the county 
where it was grown. It is a most 
interesting table and worthy of careful 
study. 


On an average but a little more than 
20 per cent of the corn of any year 
is moved across county lines; some- 
times it runs much less than 20 per 
cent; at other times perhaps 25 per 
cent or more. The corn that does 
not move across county lines is fed. 
Hence it may safely be assumed that 
over three-fourths of the corn is fed 
each year in the county where it is 
grown. Hence the feeding operations 
determine the price of corn to a 


extent than foreign demand or 
No one can tell, 


greater 
home consumption. 
and especially in a time like this, just 
what the farmer will do about it. He 
has his corn; he may have the hogs 
or cattle; and he alone must deter- 
mine whether he will sell them 
together or separately. He will cer- 
tainly do that which he believes will 
afford him the.greatest profit. There- 


fore, if instead of shipping out 20 per 
cent, the farmer ships out 30 or possi- 
bly 40 per cent, it can readily be seen 


that corn will drop on the market until 
it reaches a point where the farmer 
believes he can feed it with profit. 

It may interest our readers to notice 
what states have furnished the corn 
for shipment across county lines in re 
cent years. Beginning with the crop 
of 1903. we find that Illinois grew 
264,000,000 bushels that year and 
shipped 129,000,000 across county 
lines, almost helf the crop. In 1904 
she grew 344,000,000 bushels and 
shipped 154,000,000; in 1905, 382,000,- 
000, and shipped 172,000,000. Illinois. 
therefore, is the great corn shipping 
state; and that explains why there are 
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such loud complaints of the failure «\/ 
the fertility of Illinois lands. 

The next great corn shippers are 
Kansas and Nebraska. In 1903 Kansas 
grew 171,000,000 bushels and shipped 
41,000,000; in 1904 she grew 134,000,- 
000 and shipped a little less than 
19,000,000. In 1903 Nebraska grew 
172,000,000 bushels and shipped about 
68,000,000; in 1904 she grew 260,000,- 
000 bushels and shipped 122,000,000. 

It will be interesting to compare 
the shipments of these states with 
those of Iowa. In 1903 Iowa was cred 
ited with a crop of 229,000,000 bushels 
and shipped out less than 14,000,000. 
In 1904 she is credited with 303,000,000 
bushels, and shipped out 63,000,000. 
In 1905 she grew 305,000,000 and 
shipped out 73,000,000 bushels. 

As the amount shipped by other 
states in the west is inconsiderable, 
the price of corn this year depends 
largely upon what the farmers in IIli- 
nois, Iowa, Kansas, and Nebraska ‘lo 
in the way of feeding. It may safely 
be ventured that Illinois will this year 
furnish the usual large amount, for 
the reason that her farmers are mainly 
corn growers and do comparatively 
little feeding except in the way of 
hogs. The feeding question therefore 
depends upon what the farmers of 
Iowa, Kansas, and Nebraska do. If 
they begin to ship corn, as Illinois 
does, as soon as it is fit, we may figure 
on low prices. We fear the men who 
figure on fifty and sixty-cent corn «st 
primary markets will be disappointed. 


We do not express any opinion as io 
prices, but simply point out what 
seems to us to be the situation. 

A Crawford county, lien corre- 


spondent writes: 

“T have a neighbor who had a very 
fine ear of Reid’s Yellow Dent corn. 
He planted this ear in a plot by itself 
away from all other corn. Will corn 
from this ear be fit for seed? What 
have experiments proven on this mat- 
ter? Some good authorities on corn 
say that this ear should have been 
planted with another good ear, and 
that the stalks from this ear of Reid’s 
Yellow Dent should have been de 
tasseled to prevent self-pollination.” 

Inasmuch as all corn where no de 
tasseling has been done is more or 
less self-pollinated, we would not hesi 
tate to use the seed from this ear, if 
it is apparently of good quality. It 
would perhaps have been better to 
plant the grains from this ear row 
about with the grains from a similar 
ear. We say “perhaps,” for we do not 
know of sufficient experiments to 
justify a positive conclusion on the 
subject. The conclusions of some good 
authorities are, we suspect, theoret- 
ical rather than practical. Some bad 
results as well as some of the best 
results have followed in-breeding ctf 
live stock. On the other hand, wheat 
and oats are altogether self-pollinating 
and no deterioration seems to result. 

Had we been planting this corn for 
seed we would have selected another 
ear as near like it as possible, and 
would not have detasseled either, but 
would have detasseled the weak stalks 
of both. It is said, and we believe is 
a matter of history, that the variety of 
corn known as the Silver Mine has all 
been produced from a single ear, and 
hence is in-bred. Some claim that for 
this reason it requires better weather 








for perfect germination than other 
varieties not in-bred, but this, after 
all, is a matter yet to be proved. 
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LOCAL LIVE STOCK ASSOCIATIONS. 

Some weeks ago we called the at- 
tention of our readers to the great ad- 
vantages enjoyed by breeders of any 
kind of live stock located at points 
where the farmers generally bred the 
same kind of whether that ve 
some particular breed of cattle, horses 
sheep, or If a county or local- 
ity has achieved a reputation for some 
particular kind of live stock, persons 
wishing to naturally go to 
this point for that purpose. When a 
buyer of horses of any particular breed 
comes in he at once inquires for a 
point at which he can buy a car load 
in two or three days, thus saving the 
tremendous expense of picking a car 
load up, an animal here and there, 
over three or four counties. There are 
localities in Wisconsin where farmers 
have been breeding Holstein cattle, 
and cows grown in these communities 
are worth five to ten dollars a head 
more than cows of similar quality

grown in a community that has no 
such reputation. 
The advantages of this grouping 


together of breeders—and we use the 
word now not in the sense of the 
specialized breeder but of such breed- 
ing of live stock as is done by farmers 
generally—are obvious to any person 
who has had any experience in pur- 
chasing any particular kind of live 
stock, if he will think it over for five 
minutes. 


The problem is to specialize live 
stock breeding in different localities 
and thus advance the value of live 
stoc., the entire country over. It is an 
old saying that “birds of a feather 
gang together.” Sometimes we feel 


maxim does not apply to 
farmers at all, as they usually seem 
to prefer to “gang” separately. The 
problem is how to get them together 
and organize their industry, whatever 
that may be, in such a way as to give 
them greater profits. To point out the 
way in which this might be done is the 
object of this article. 

For example, there are many local- 
ities in lowa and adjoining states 
where the farmers of almost the en- 
tire community are engaged in milk- 
ing dual purpose cows. There are 
other localities where the special pur- 
pose dairy cow is the favorite, and for 
good reasons, but no better reasons 
than exist in the localities first men- 
tioned. There are other localities in 
which some special breed of dual pur- 
pose cows seems to best meet the re- 
quirements of the community. There 
are localities where farmers generally 
are breeding draft horses, but have 
been hopelessly divided as between 
Percheron, Belgian, Clyde, Shire, and 
Suffolk Punch, each one of them work- 
ing out his own individual salvation, 
but working it out unintelligently, be- 
cause the individual cannot reach the 
highest development except in asso- 
ciation with men who are engaged in 
similar operations. 

Our suggestion is that our readers 
think this matter over and begin to get 
together and form local breeders’ asso- 
ciations, using that word in the broad- 
est sense. Or, if they prefer a differ- 
ent name, call it the “Get Together 
Club.” The best plan that we can 
think of is for some broad-minded, in- 
telligent farmer who is growing some 
special kind of live stock to invite two 
or three of the most enterprising farm- 
ers in his community who are engaged 
in the same line of business to come 
over to his house to supper. When 
men want to accomplish anything 
nowadays they have a banquet or din- 
ner or supper; for there is something 
about eating together at the same 
table and ‘drinking from the same 
coffee pot that gets people together, 
dissipates their prejudices and quali- 
fies their ideas. 

We will suppose that these men are 
dairymen and have preferred the dual 
purpose cow because they are more 
than dairymen—cattle growers and 
cattle feeders. After talking over the 
yields of milk and butter fat, the 
prices and profits, not for the purpose 
of controversy, but of comparison, let 
them select eight or ten more of the 
most progressive men in the com- 
munity who are engaged in the same 
line of business, and arrange for a 
meeting say at the hotel in the nearest 
town, the creamery, the school house 
or some other convenient point. At 
this meeting find out what each one is 
doing, compare notes not merely as to 
yields and feeding, but find out what 


that the 


sires have been used in each herd. 
There is plenty to talk about when 
people in the same business get to 


gether. After comparing notes they 
will speedily find themselves wonder 
ing where they can get sires better 
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adapted to their purpose than those 
used heretofore, how they can im- 
prove their methods of feeding. It 
will not take many meetings of this 
kind, say one a month, to get every- 
body interested in the business at 
which he has been plodding along in- 
dependently and without the mutual 
stimulus of the fellowship of kindred 
spirits. By and by this will come to 
be regarded as one of the meetings 
that it does not pay to miss. In the 
course of two or three years the yields 
and profits will have increased’ so 
much that the neighbors will begin to 
wonder how it is done, and will want 
some of that stock. We give this 
merely as an illustration. 

There are communities where farm- 


ers are largely engaged in breeding 
draft horses. They have been using 


Percheron sires this year, Clydes the 
next, Shires the next, then for a 
change Belgians, probably here and 
there crossing with the Standard bred, 
with the natural result of having no 
special reputation for any particular 
breed. There is so little difference in 
the merits of the different breeds of 
draft horses that it should not require 
any very high degree of intelligence 
to persuade a “get-together club” of 
this kind to patronize in the future 
the breed of horse that is used by the 
majority. Whatever horse company is 
organized in that community, let the 
them bring in sires of the one breed 
and discourage any others. If they 
will then compare notes as to the best 
methods of feeding and caring for the 
youngsters, it will not be many years 
before the man who wants to buy a 
ear load of this particular breed of 
horses will put in his appearance; and 
he can afford to pay from five to ten 
dollars per head more than he other- 
wise could. 

A very few resolute, intelligent, and 
determined men can very easily shape 
the breeding methods of any com- 
munity. For in the long run farmers 
follow the lead of the two or three 
most successful men in any given 
community. All that is necessary is 
for them to get together, talk the 
matter over and be mutually helpful 
to each other. In farming, as in 
everything else, we suceeed not by 
antagonizing each other or finding 
fault with each other’s methods, but 
by co-operation, by getting together. 

Breeders in the more special sense, 
that is, men who breed stock for sale 
for breeding purposes, understand this 
pulling together. If there are half a 
dozen breeders of Poland-Chinas or 
Duroc Jerseys, or Berkshires, or any 
other breed of hogs in any neighbor 
hood—and they will usually be found 
grouped together—when a customer 
comes who is not entirely satisfied 
with what he finds in any one herd, 
the breeder is always ready to hitch 
up and take him the rounds, the main 
object being to find him the animal 
he wants, and to find it in that com- 
munity. In this way they help one 
another; while if they were so foolish 





as to speak disparagingly of another 
herd it would injure the business of 
the entire community. 

Farming will be more specialized in 
the future than it has been in the past 
There are natural forces at work 
which will compel this, and the soone: 
it is helped along the better. There 


are communities in which the prod 
tion of milk and butter yiel: t! 
largest profits; others in which the

The sooner farmers find out what 
their particular locality is be 
adapted for and fall into that lin 
the better. We know of no way in 
which this can be done more speedi 
and effectively than by orgz2nizil 
these local breeders’ associations, anid 
then going into that especial line 1 
separately but in co-operation. N 
settlers in the irrigated districts seen 
to understand this better than farmer 
in the older settled sections of the 
country. We find localities that hav 
already achieved a wonderful reputa 
tion for the growing of melons 
for apples, others for potatoes, others 
for sugar beets. They have found ou 
for what product the country is be 
adapted and have then co-operated to 
make a reputation not merely o 
their state but over the entire Unit 
States. They are probably forced to 
this to some extent; but it is true 
we think, that when a man has been 
taken up and moved out of his own 
locality, he learns to take a broade! 
view of matters than if he had live 
all his life in the place where he 
born and imbibed local prejudices 

At any rate, let us think this matte! 
over and see if it is not possible 
specialize certain lines of farming 
the localities for which they are bes! 
adapted, and thus put money in < 
purses.

He did not recommend the indis- 
criminate slaughter of animals that 


re-act, nor the payment by the state 
for those that re-act; but the separa- 
tion of the re-acting from the non-re- 
acting, tagging or branding them in 
such a way that they cannot be sold 
except for slaughter. He recommend- 
ed the shipment of those in proper 
condition to a packing house having 
government inspection, note their 
valuation and report of results of post- 
mortem inspection; and then sug- 
gested that it might be well if the 
state would pay the difference between 
the beef value and the value of the 
hide and offal of those that are con- 
demned as unfit for human food. The 
control of tuberculosis has been very 
greatly hindered by veterinarians who 
wished the authority to inspect the 
herds and destroy those that re-act, 
with recompense by the state. No 
state in the union will stand for this 
nonsense. It puts entirely too much 
power in the hands of men who have 
no financial responsibility in the mat- 
ter. 

It also involves a very great waste 
of real values. It is said that the num- 
ber of tuberculous animals in the 
United States is about 2 per cent. We 
do not know whether this is true or 
not. We doubt ft. Mr. A. L. Ames, 
of the Co-operative Commission Com- 
pany in Chicago, tells us that out of 
7,500 cattle that have been sold by 
that firm subject to post-mortem in- 
spection 78-100 of 1 per cent have been 
condemned by the federal inspectors 
as unfit for human food. These were 
practically all dairy cows, or cows that 
had been milked on the farm. The 
number of cows that have been found 
be tuberculous, however, is much 
greater than this, probably in this 
class of cattle considerably more than 
2 per cent. The carcasses of the rest 
have been pronounced free from the 
disease. 

The danger to the dairy herd, how- 
ever, is not only in those in which the 
disease has sufficiently progressed to 
vent the carcass being used for 
food, but also from those that have 
the disease in any stage. Sometimes 
those in which the disease is just be- 
ginning are even more dangerous than 
those in which it has been progressing 
for some time. The tuberculous mat- 
ter becomes encysted; that is, nature 
rs it up, so to speak, to preven 
its spreading. When encysted there i; 
little or no danger from the disease 
inless the cysts break, in which case

there is great danger. 
if Senator Newberry’s propocel 
method is carried out it will be very

What we want to say now to our sub- 
scribers, no matter where they may 
be located, is that one of their first 
duties is to examine their seed corn, 
and if there is any doubt about it 
growing, test itat once.

DON’T DRENCH CATTLE. 
Dr. David Roberts says: 
“Perhaps the best way of demon- 


strating the danger of drenching cattle 
is to advise the reader to throw back 





tempt to swallow. This you will find 
to be a difficult task and you will find 
it more difficult and almost impossible 
to swallow with the mouth open. It 
is for this reason that drenching caitle 
is a dangerous practice. However, if 
a cow’s head be raised as high as 
possible and her mouth kept open by 
the drenching bottle or horn, a portion 
of the liquid is very apt to pass down 
the windpipe into the lungs, some- 
times causing instant death by smoth- 
ering, at other times causing death to 
follow in a few days from congestion 
or inflammation of the lungs. 

“Give all cattle their medicine hypo- 
dermically or in feed; if they refuse 
feed give it dry on the tongue. 

“The proper method of giving a cow 
medicine is to stand on-the right side 
of the cow, placing the left arm 
around the nose, and at the same time 
opening her mouth, and with a spoon 
in the right hand place the medicine, 
which should be in a powdered form, 
back of the tongue; she can then swal- 
low with safety.”

THE FIGHT FOR A SQUARE DEAL. 


As I have explained in previous 
articles, the commission merchants at 
each of the principal live stock mar- 
kets are organized in the form of a 
Live Stock Exchange. These different 
live stock exchanges are members of 
the National Live Stock Exchange, 
which meets once a year. Whenever 
any question comes up in which the 
Exchanges at the different points wish 
to act together they do so through 
this national exchange. In July, 1905, 
the National Live Stock Exchange 
held its annual meeting at Buffalo, 
New York, and at thjs meeting the 
happy thought occurred to someone 
that the commission merchants ought 
to get a little more money than they 
had been getting; and that the easy 
way to do this was simply to raise 
their salaries by increasing the rate 
charged the shipper for selling his live 
stock. What was the object of the 
exchanges, anyway, if not to make 
money for their members? According- 
ly, the National Live Stock Exchange 
voted to recommend to each of the 
different exchanges an increase in 
commission charges running from 20 
* to 331-3 per cent. After the National 
acted on this it was submitted to each 
of the Exchanges at the different mar- 
ket points to be ratified, and it was 
provided that the advance was not to 
go into effect until this ratification 
was secured. 

When the stock raisers and feeders 
of the west learned of this proposed 
advance in commission charges it did 
not take them long to begin to inquire 
the reason for it. Fortunately, they 
had excellent mediums through which 
to make this inquiry in their different 
live stock organizations. For many 
years the stockmen in the western 
country, particularly the range coun- 
try, have had effective organizations 
for the purpose of self-protection 
against cattle rustlers, etc., and also 
to reclaim their strays which might 
be shipped to market. At Denver 
there was the American National Live 
Stock Association, composed of numer- 
ous other small associations and in- 
dividual members as well, organized 
for the purpose of looking after the 
interests of the stockmen in railroad 
and legislative matters. In Iowa 
there was the Corn Belt Meat Pro- 
ducers’ Association, which had been 
organized a couple of years before at 
the time the railroads gave notice that 
they intended to do away with the ve- 
turn pass to stock shippers. When it 
became known that the commission 
merchants thought they ought to have 
an advance in their charges for selling 
stock,committees were appointed from 
the American National Association, 
Corn Belt Meat Producers’ Association, 
Texas Cattle Raisers’ Association, 
Montana Stock Growers’ Association, 
National Sheep Growers’ Association, 
and others, and these committees 
were instructed to get together and 
send representatives to the different 
live stock markets and confer with 
representatives from the live stock 
exchanges and learn why the commis- 
sion merchants thought they ought to 
have an advance in their commission 
charges. Accordingly, the representa- 
tives of the stockmen held meetings 
with representatives of the live stock 
exchanges of Chicago, Omaha, Sioux 
City, St. Joe, and Kansas City, the 
meetings being held at Chicago, 
Kansas City, and Omaha. At these 
conferences the stockmen protested 
against any advance in commission 
charges. They called the attention of 
the commission merchants to the fact 
that the previous year had not been 
very favorable to the stockman and 
feeder; many of them had lost heav- 
ily in their feeding operations and few 
of them had made any money. The 
stockman must take his chances with 
the ups and downs of the market; the 
commission man was sure of his com- 
mission without regard to whether the 
stockman made money or not and 
without regard to market conditions. 
It seemed to the representatives of 
the stockmen that the commission 
merchants had been receiving fair 
compensation at the old commission 
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rate for the services rendered. Many 
of them had become very wealthy at 
these prices, and practically all of 
them who showed any capability had 
become prosperous. They were will- 
ing to consider evidence tending to 
show that the advance was justified, 
but they urged upon the commission 
men the fact that even if a small ad- 
vance was justified it was unreason- 
able to advance the charges as much 
as it was proposed, and it was not 
then a very good time to make any 
advance whatever. They asked that 
any proposed advance be delayed until 
the conditions surrounding the stock 
raiser, feeder, and shipper were more 
favorable than at that time. 

The commission merchants under- 
took to justify the proposed advance 
on the following grounds: First, that 
stock cars are larger now than ihey 
were fifteen or twenty years ago when 
the present rates of commission were 
put into effect, and that better service 
was rendered. Second, that the ex- 
penses of the business of the commis- 
sion merchants had increased very 
considerably; not only the expenses of 
living but the expenses of transacting 
the business. Third, that so many 
commission, firms were now in busi- 
ness at the different markets that it 
is almost impossible for them to 
transact business at a profit; compe- 
tition has become very keen. These 
were the three main reasons given 
for the advance in the commission 
charges. 

Representatives of the stockmen re- 
plied to these by proving, first, that 
while the size of the cars was greater 
now than it was fifteen or eighteen 
years ago, the amount of stock shipped 
in the cars was practically the same. 
The explanation of this is that when 
freight rates were made at so much 
per car instead of so much per hun- 
dred pounds considerably more stock 
was loaded in the cars. In answer to 
the contention that the expenses of 
conducting the commission business 
had increased, the stockmen pointed 
out that on the other hand they had 
been steadily decreasing their ex- 
penses in several directions. It was 
not many years since the commission 
merchants notified the shippers by tel- 
egraph of the prices at which the 
shipper’s stock had been sold, the ex- 
pense being borne by the commission 
men. By a rule of the Exchanges they 
were now forbidden from doing this. 
Also until very recently it has been 
the custom of the commission mer- 
chants to keep solicitors in the country 
soliciting consignments. This has 
been discontinued through another 
rule promulgated by the Exchanges, 
absolutely restricting the number of 
solicitors which might be sent out. 
Still another rule abolished the old 
custom of entertaining their customers 
at dinner. In answer to the conten- 
tion that because of the large number 
of commission firms represented com- 


-petition had become very keen and 


the shipments divided, the stockmen 
asked whether an advance in the com- 
mission rate would remedy this 
trouble. They pointed out that on 
the other hand it would tend to in- 
crease the number of firms doing busi- 
ness, rather than decrease them, and 
logically it would only be a question 
of a short time when the number of 
firms doing business would have in- 
creased to a point where it became 
necessary to again advance the com- 
mission charges, in order that they 
all might live and thrive off of the 
business of the stock shipper, and so 
on ad infinitum. 

At the meeting with the Chicago 
Live Stock Exchange representative 
different members of the commission 
merchants who were present insisted 
that an examination of their books 
would show that their business was 
not at all remunerative, and they 
offered freely to permit such examina- 
tion. Representatives of the stock- 
men accepted this proposition and 
asked for certain definite figures to 
be taken from books of the different 
companies. They were never fur- 
nished this information. At the meet- 
ing at Omaha the same question was 
raised and the commission merchants 
were asked by the stockmen to permit 
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TO THE CHICAGO LIVE STOCK EXCHANGE: 

The November 25th issue of the two daily market papers published 
at the Chicago Stock Yards contain articles which attempt to reply to 
the article by Mr. Williams in Wallaces’ Farmer of November 15th, ip 
which he tells the story of how lumpy-jawed cattle are handled by the 
Chicago Live Stock Exchange. It is a matter of common knowledge 
that the two papers in question are absolutely controlled by your 
Exchange, or by members of it, on every question where the interests 
of the commission merchant and of the shipper and feeder are at 
variance. We therefore address our reply to you instead of to the 
papers which publish your articles. 

If you will reread Mr. Williams’ article you will see that he gives 
full credit to your claim that your system of handling lumpy-jawed 
cattle is for the benefit of the feeder and shipper, and that this system 
has been devised by the Exchange in its role of a beneficent institution 
the members of which lay awake nights studying new ways of helping 
the feeder and shipper. After giving full credit to the claim you make 
concerning the system, Mr. Williams tells a simple story of how the 
system works. You say that the whole process of handling lumpy jaws 
is open to public inspection. Mr. Williams did not find it so. Mr. 
Baker had told him the same thing, and Mr. Williams thought he would 
go and see for himself. He succeeded in getting into the office of the 
slaughter house where these lumpy jaws are killed under your direction. 
but he got no further. No explanation was given by the foreman why 
Mr. Williams was denied admission. We presumed there was a reason 
Do you know what it was? 

You say that any shipper who has an animal tagged can 
follow it through and see it slaughtered. We presume this is 
true. Let us see how it works. A shipper is on Monday’s market with 
a car load of cattle. One of them is a lumpy jaw and is tagged to be 
killed for slaughter under your direction. It is run over to a pen with 
other lumpy jaws which have been similarly tagged. The shipper 
thinks he will follow this through and see how it comes out. He 
finds, however, that all these cattle are held until Friday. He has 
no business in Chicago, and if he wants to see his steer killed he must 
loaf there until Friday or go home and come back again Friday. Mr. 
Williams published two reports of animals that had been recently killed 
at the Standard. For one of these, a steer, the owner received $12.91, and 
for the other one, a cow, the owner received $14.42. How much will it cost 
the shipper to stay from Monday until Friday for the purpose of seeing 
his steer slaughtered, and how much would he have left, provided his 
steer brought the same amount as either one of these, after he has paid 
his expenses of staying over? Or suppose that the shipper has the 
same experience that Mr. Williams had; he goes down to the Standard 
to see his steer slaughtered, only to be met by the manager with the 
statement that he cannot come in until he gets a letter from Secretary 
Baker. He goes back to find Secretary Baker; if he finds him in the 
office he may get the letter and get back in time to see his steer killed. 
If he loses much time, however, it is highly probable that by the time 
he gets back to the Standard he will not be able to tell his steer from 
any of the other steers. In other words, they will probably all have 
been killed. He has therefore been to the expense of waiting from 
Monday until Friday to see his steer killed and failed after all. Will 
you not tell the farmers and shippers of the west how many owners 
ever did see their steers killed? 

There is only one way by which you can answer to the satisfaction 
of the feeders and shippers of the west Mr. Williams’ story of how you 
conduct the Standard Packing House, and that is by publishing the 
actual figures concerning the operations at that house. The time has 
gone by for mere assertions; the people want facts, and no one can 
furnish these facts but the committee of your Exchange which has the 
slaughter matter in hands. If you really want to let the feeders and 
shippers of the west know exactly how their lumpy jaw cattle are 
handled, please give the following information: 

Give the weight of each steer slaughtered under this system during 
the past six months, together with the name of the owner, the date on 
which the steer was slaughtered, the weight of the dressed carcass, the 
weight of the hide, the price that the meat sold for per pound, provided 
it was passed, the price for which the hide sold per pound, the NAME 
AND BUSINESS ADDRESS of the man who bought the meat, the 
name of the commission firm which handled the steer, and the net 
proceeds of the steer to the owner. 

You have all of this information in your possession. It will take a 
little time to compile it from your records, but the result will be worth 
the time and bother. If these facts, compiled by a disinterested party, 
bear out your claim that the Chicago Live Stock Exchange is a benefi- 
cent institution and that its methods of handling lumpy-jawed and other 
suspected cattle is as good a method as can be devised, and that there 
is no graft in the handling of these cattle, and that everybody is given 


a fair deal, then the publication of the facts will be of great benefit to , 


your Exchange. These few simple facts will speak much louder and 
much more effectively than many columns of assertion. If you refuse 
to give them you must not feel hard toward the feeders and shippers 
of the west if they look upon you with suspicion. 

Mr. Williams published facts. You can answer him satisfactorily 
only by the publication of facts.

their books and make a report as to 
the profitableness of the _ business. 
This request was respectfully but firm- 
ly declined by the commission mer- 
chants. They further insisted strenu- 
ously that the stockmen could very 
easily learn for themselves whether 
there was any money to be made in 
the commission business at the old 
rates of commission by starting a com- 
mission house of their own. They 
assured the stockmen that the yards 
were open and that they would be ex- 
tended every courtesy. 

The result of the conference be- 
tween representatives of the stockmen 
of the west and the commission mer- 
chants of Chicago, Kansas City, St. 
Joe, Omaha, and Sioux City may be 
summed up very shortly. Absolutely 
no good reasons were given why the 
charges for selling live stock on com- 
mission should be advanced, except 
the reason which is good from the 
commission merchant’s’ standpoint, 
that he would like to have more 





At 
each of these conferences the repre 
sentatives of the stockmen were 
assured privately by many different 
commission merchants that they them 
selves were not in sympathy with thls 
advance and had voted against it. II 
was almost impossible to find a com 
mission merchant .who would admit 
that he had voted for the advance 
However, it became evident that th 
commission merchants proposed to 
sist on the advance that they 
voted upon, notwithstanding the m™ 
vigorous protest of the stockmen, 22" 
the latter were left to answer ' 
question, What are you going to 
about it?

That 
the real reason was that the commis- 
sion merchants wanted more money 
and they thought the live stock ex- 
changes were now so strong and close- 
ly organized that the members would 
stand absolutely together and could 
force the stockmen of the country to 
pay whatever price they fixed. They 
were going to force the advance they 
had made, and if the men for whom 
they were working did not like it they 
could do the other thing. 

Members of the associations put on 
their thinking caps and began to think 
over the whole situation. They began 
to see gradually that if there was to 
be a fight with the commission mer- 
chants it would be for a great prin- 
ciple and not for a few dollars’ ad- 
vance in commission charges. They 
saw that if the exchanges could arbi- 
trarily advance their commission 
charges at their own sweet will they 
could in the same way do a lot of 
other things that would hurt the 
stockmen worse. At the meetings of 
the different associations held in the 
spring of 1906 no definite action on 
this matter was taken, although it was 
discussed very earnestly by members 
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scalper. Not only that; when you sell 
your cattle in the yards to the scalper 
when they are weighed on the scales 
they may be _ under-weighed; the 
scalper and the weigher stand in 
together and he gives the scalper the 
benefit of the doubt. How many thou- 
sand pounds I don’t know. It depends 
on the size of the bunch. When the 
cattle are sold to you the same man 
weighs them, but this time instead of 
the scales under-weighing they may 
go wrong and over-weigh them. What 
chance have you and I against a com- 
bination of that kind? I remember 
the time when the commission man 
would be down bright and early trying 
to get the best results for me. Today 
he does the least possible work. He 
sells my cattle to the scalper, whom 
he supports and has to support. It is 
a fact that you and the producer are 
a long ways apart. I asked a man why 
he didn’t buy his cattle at Kansas City. 
He said, ‘How can I buy them when 
I don’t get an opportunity?’ Unless 
we run this thing down this is going 
to be the ruination of your business. 
We have to fight it as producers and 
have to do it as feeders; the

Corn Belt Meat Producers’ Association 
held in February, 1906, that Mr. Doud 
told the story of the graft in crippled 
hogs. At the same meeting Murdo 
MacKenzie, president of the American 
National Live Stock Association, was 


present. Mr. MacKenzie is manager 
of the Matador Ranch, with head- 
quarters at Trinidad, Colorado, and 


one of the heaviest cattle shippers in 
the west. He said in addressing the 
Corn Belt members, referring to the 
matter in which feeding cattle were 
bought and sold on the Kansas City 
market: 

“You go to the Kansas City mar- 
ket; here comes in a train load of cat- 
tle. ‘How much do you want for these 
cattle?’ ‘I am sorry I promised the 
refusal to another party. If you will 
come around after while, if this party 
don’t take them, you will get a chance 
at buying them.’ You come around 
after while, and another gentleman 
bought them. He is not a feeder from 
Iowa. This man, whom they call a 
buyer and feeder, probably belongs to 
the same commission house. You go 
up and buy from the scalper. First 
We pay the commission for selling our 
feeders. The scalper has to get a 
Profit, then you have to pay a com- 





tlemen, I say to you in all sincerity 
that unless something is done by us 
by which we can protect ourselves it 
is a black day for our business.” 

Referring to Mr. Doud’s - address, 
Mr. MacKenzie said: ‘He is the only 
friend we have in the stock yards. I 
say to you that he should be sup- 
ported. I say to you that he is one 
of the men among a thousand that 
will stand up against such a combina- 
tion. There are many things possible 
for us if we only try. We don’t have 
to become members of that Exchange. 
I have in the past few weeks had 
several conversations with gentlemen 
who buy lots of cattle on the market. 
They assured me that if we will send 
cattle on the market they will buy 
them. We have the assurance of the 
stock yards companies that they will 
give us the same facilities that they 
give the commission men of this coun- 
try. I say to you, gentlemen, that the 
commission men are the worst auto- 
crats you ever had in this country or 
any other. They say to you they are 
your friends. They may be. I am not 
from Missouri, but they will have to 
‘show me.’”

investigating the question from every 
standpoint. In April, 1906, a meeting 
of representatives of the various live 
stock associations and _ individual 
stockmen was held in Denver, and it 
was decided that the only thing for 
the stockmen of the west to do to pro- 
tect their own interests was to organ- 
ize a eo-operative live stock commis- 
sion company. A committee was ap- 
pointed to investigate everything 
which might have a bearing on the 
establishment of such company and 
submit a report, including a plan of 
organization, to a meeting to be held 
at Denver May 29th. The committee 
met on that date, and the result was 
the organization of the Co-operative 
Live Stock Commission Company, 
with a capital stock of $100,000 in 
shares of $10 each and non-assessable. 
No stockholder was permitted to own 
more than fifty shares. The articles 
of incorporation and the constitution 
provide that dividends to the extent of 
8 per cent per annum on the capital 
stock shail first be paid out of any 
profits which may be earned, any 
remaining profit to be distributed 
among the patrons of the company 
without regard to whether they are 
shareholders or not, in proportion to 
the amount of stock consigned by 
each. It was determined that the com- 
pany would not join any of the live 
stock exchanges at points where it 
might operate and that it would sell 
stock at the old rates of commission 
prior to the advance. It was further 
determined that it would do a strictly 
commission business and would not 
loan money or make any advances on 


consignments. The following officers 
were elected: President, A. L. Ames, 
Chicago, Ill.; vice-president, J. H. 


Halley, Delta, Colo.; secretary, T. W. 
Tomlinson, Denver, Colo.; treasurer, 
Col. W. E. Hughes, Denver, Colo.; at- 
torney, S. H. Cowan, Fort Worth, 
Texas. Board of Directors: Murdo 
Mackenzie, Trinidad, Colo.; J. H. Hal- 
ley, Delta, Colo.; F. W. Gooding, 
Shoshone, Idaho; A. L. Ames, Chicago, 
Ill.; T. A. Thornburg, Linden, Ia.; A.

as thoroughly representative of the 
live stock industry. Every one has 
attained unusual success in the busi- 
ness. While all of them felt the in- 
justice of the advance in the commis- 
sion charges it was not because of 
this alone that they lent their name; 
and influence and gave their time and 
thought to the work of establishing a 
co-operative commission company. It 
was because their eyes had been 
opened to the rottenness which was 
being covered up by the live stock ex- 
changes. They saw that the time had 
come when the stockmen must make 
a fight for reform at the stock yards. 
The advance in commission charges 
was simply the last straw. It was 
needed to precipitate decisive action. 
The company was organized, and the 
fight for a square deal was on. 

As soon as the organization of the 
company was completed notice was 
sent to members of all the different 
live stock organizations and to indi- 
vidual stockmen throughout the west, 
inviting them to become members of 
the company. By January 1, 1907, 
over 1,000 different stockmen in the 
west had joined the Co-operative Live 
Stock Commission company, and at 
the present time the total member- 
ship probably reaches 1,500. The 
reader is asked to keep these figures 
in mind. They show conclusively the 
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falsity of the statement which has 
been industriously circulated that the 
Co-operative Company is being run by 
a few men whose object is to make 
money out of it. The Co-operative be- 


gan business at Chicago and Kansas 
City September 1, 1907, and December 
10th at South St. Joseph. I have told 


came to be organized in order 
that the readers of Wallaces’ Farmer 
may understand better what is to 
come. The story of its experience will 
be told next week. 

At Chicago the business was under 
the charge of Mr. A. L. Ames, who had 
been elected president of the Co-opera- 
tive Company. Mr. Ames was also 
president of the Corn Belt Meat Pro- 
ducers’ Association, and had been one 
of the heaviest feeders in Iowa, and 
one of the most successful as well, for 
a great many years. At Kansas City 
and St. Joe the Co-operative pur- 
chased the business of two other firms 
which had been established there for 
a considerable time, and employed 
them as managers of the Co-operative 
houses. At all points the Co-operative 
received courteous treatment at the 
hands of the stock yards companies 
and had no difficulty in getting pen 
room, offices, and other facilities 
needed. During the month of Septem- 
ber the Co-operative received a total 
of 579 cars, divided as follows: Chi- 
cago, 239; Kansas City, 274; St. Joe, 
66. In October the total number of 
cars received was 855; Chicago receiv- 
ing 417; Kansas City, 357; and St. 
Joe 81. In November the receipts 
dropped to 750 cars, 344 at Chicago, 
314 at Kansas City, and 92 at St. Joe. 
In December the receipts reached a 


how it 


total of 945 cars, 515 at Chicago, 309 
at Kansas City, and 121 at St. Joe. 


During these four months the Co-oper- 
ative met with no serious obstacles or 
djfficulties. In September, when the 
receipts were running very low, when- 
ever a car was called off to the Co- 
operative as the train rolled in 
it caused considerable amusement 
among the employes of other com- 
mission firms who were there waiting 
for their cars. In October, as the re- 
ceipts for the Co-operative began to 
increase, less hilarity was manifested 
when the Co-operative cars were called 
off. By January ist the attitude of 
the members of the Live Stock Ex- 
change had become one of hostility; 
the Co-operative was no longer a joke. 
In their conferences with the stock- 
men the representatives of these Ex- 
changes had themselves suggested 
that the stockmen start a commission 
company of their own and thus be- 
come acquainted at first hand with the 
difficulties which surrounded the busi- 
ness and the trouble it was to make 
expenses and keep within the income. 
The stockmen had been assured that 
every facility would be given them ito 
make this experiment and thus satisfy 
themselves how reasonable the de- 
mands of the commission merchants 
were for an advance in commission 
charges and how self-sacrificing they 
had been in the past when they sold 
at the old rate. By January list the 
employes of the Co-operative had 
learned that the commission men were 
only fooling when they wanted the 
Co-operative to Start a commission 
house of its own. They learned this 
in many ways. There was no open 
hostility on the part of the members 
of the Exchanges, but it does not need 
open hostility to convey the impres 
sion desired. 


In January the receipts of the Co- 


operative increased to 1,146 cars; 617 
at Chicago, 362 at Kansas City, and 


167 at St. Joe. In February there was 
a still further increase, the total num- 
ber of cars being 1,173; 654 at Chicago, 
349 at Kansas City, and 170 at St. Joe. 
Within five months after the Co 
operative started it had reached a pay- 


ing basis on the old rate of commis- 
sion, and the receipts in January and 
February showed a handsome profit 
over all expenses. It was early in 
February that the commission mer- 
chants who are members of the Ex- 
changes first showed their hand. It 


had become plain to them by January 
Ist that the Co-operative was a suc- 
cess, notwithstanding the fact that ‘t 
did not join the Exchange, and not- 
withstanding the fact that it handled 
all of its stock with its own employed 
labor and had nothing whatever to 
do with the speculators and the free 
labor which they furnished; notwith- 
standing the fact that it made no loans 
to customers and thus tied them to it, 
and that it exercised great care in the 
matter of feed bills, ete., thus protect- 
ing the interests of the men who con 
signed to it to the utmost of the abil- 
ity of its officers. Notwithstanding all 
these facts. it still was making money. 
The Exchanges had supposed that the 
Co-operative would last only a few 
months, and had so told the people who 











talked to them about it. It had out- 
lived the period of life they had al- 
lotted to it and was showing a very 
vigorous growth. It had become evi- 
dent to them that if the Co-operative 


was permitted to go on growing 
sooner or later there would have to 
be some very marked changes made 


in the manner in which the members 


of the Exchanges conducted their 
business. Some of the evils which 
had been permitted to grow up cov- 


ered by the mantle of the Exchang 
would be dug out and done away with. 
It was determined that the Co-opera- 
tive must be killed off at all hazards 
and at whatever cost, and the first 
movement to this end was made early 
in February. I will tell the story next 
week. 

(Note—In the issue of November 
12th, in which I reported the sale by 
the Standard Packing House of two 
animals belonging to John Treloar 
and J. C. Jackson, the prices at which 
the hides were sold were given as 
$8.30 in one instance and $9.80 in an- 
other, while the average was stated to 
be above $13.

“Little alteration is noticed in quota- 
tions of iron and steel, reduction in 
prices being averted by restriction of 
output. Any pressure to force sales 
would result in concessions, but pro- 
ducers maintain the statistical posi- 
tion by shutting down all capacity for 
which there is no demand.” 


In speaking of the Pittsburgh iron 
and steel market, it says: 

“The conservative policy followed 
by the principal producers in restrict- 
ing the output to meet demands has 
prevented demoralization of prices, as 
it has been the previous experience 
of the trade that radical reductions in 
quotations have not started a sub- 
stantial buying movement. There has 
been no general cut in wages, but 
some plants have made reductions and 
many mills are working less hours 
per day.” ‘ 

We here have the policy followed by 
this one great trust in maintaining 
prices. Other trusts will follow the 
same methods, and looking at it from 
the trust point of view it is a wise 
thing to do. But notice how the farm- 
er is affected. If the trust can avoid 
it, the farmer will not buy iron and 
steel products a whit cheaper, but 
will pay the same old price; while the 
laying off of the vast army of men 
employed in the coke ovens, mines, 
and coal banks, will tend to greatly 
restrict the consuming power of the 
laboring classes. Hence the farmer 
must sell his grains, meats, horses, 
and wool at lower prices. 

The independent producer of the 
products that are usually made by the 
trust cannot do this, and is forced 
to pursue a policy of which the farmer 
reaps the advantage. He is quite well 
aware that he cannot find a ready 
sale for his products at the old prices 
as before. Hence he calls his men 
together and says: “If we are to sell 
our products, we must put the price 
down to meet the ability of the pur- 
chaser. This involves reducing wages, 
and it is-for you to decide whether I 
shall lower the price of the product 


and lower wages, or close down the 
plant.” 
It must be remembered that while 


the consumptive power of the laborer 
so far as the farmer’s food products 


are concerned will certainly be re 
duced in one way or another, the 
power of the farmer to consume and 


pay for manufactured products will 
also be reduced.

HOOKER’S ANGUS SALE. 

The Angus cattle sale announced by C 
D. Hooker & Son, of Maryville, Missouri, 
for November 14th was not the success 
it might have been, and certainly not 
what the merits of the good offering war- 


ranted, The crowd was not large for a 
sixty-head offering, which was due no 
doubt to the unsettled financial situation 


and also because many Iowa breeders, at 


least, were undoubtedly waiting to attend 
the McHenry sale a few days later. Un-

not wishing to sell the best end of the 
herd and have the plainer sorts left on 
their hands, they held back their best and 
with a few exceptions the cattle they 
offered were the plainer bred sorts.

While 
the crowd was not large, there were sev- 
eral buyers present who wanted several 
head each and it is a question if the 
sale had been opened with the best bred 
lots whether the sale would not have been 


a success. As it is, Messrs. Hooker have 
their best cattle left, and whether they 
will try another sale or offer the cattle 


at private treaty is not known.

TRUSTEES’ DUTY TO THE ROADS. 
To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

The last five years have seen great 
improvement in country roads. Cash 
road tax has generally proven to be 
the better method. Some townships 
have been very fortunate in obtaining 
efficient overseers every year. On the 
other hand there are miles of road in 
Iowa in need of someone to use a lot 
of brains as well as brawn. The trus- 
tees appoint the overseers once a year. 
They usually exert themselves con- 
siderable in getting men qualified for 
the place. Quite often good men can- 
not be found, and unless watched slip- 
shod work is done. The qualified 
man looks his road over carefully, 
especially poor culverts and mud- 
holes, ascertains the amount of cash 
available, and the result is satisfac- 
tory roads and no complaint. It seems 
to me where proper men cannot be 
obtained it is the duty of the trustees 
to plan the work for them and see that 
it is done according to instructions. 
But how many do it? We often see 
culverts put in the wrong place, in 
some places several feet too low, and 
vice versa; and quite often no sort 
of judgment is used in estimating the 
flow of water. A _ six-inch pipe is 
placed where a two-foot pipe would be 
nearer right, consequently it fills with 
dirt, high water floods the road, and 
the job has to be done all over. Grades 
at bridge approaches and at fillings 
are made so narrow that when the 
roads are muddy or icy rigs cannot 
pass without great danger. A little 
common sense used by the trustees, 
and such things would be avoided. 
The use of graders is general and only 
by their use can a good grade be main- 
tained on level roads, but so often 
money and labor is expended in try- 
ing to make it do what was never in- 
tended for it, chiefly because the over- 
seer is not watched; and likely he 
dislikes to use a slip—too much work. 
If the conclusions I draw are correct, 
half the money is spent foolishly. The 
overseer gets out late in the morning, 
uses too light horses, stops to rest, 
breaks down when convenient, and 
injects about as much brain force into 
his work as a balky mule. Therefore, 
Mr. Trustee, obtain better results from 
your official tasks or don’t ask your 
friends to put you in office again. If 
you would try half as hard to make 
your road bosses do as good work as 
you do to make your farm bring large 
returns we would never kick. If they 
were spending your money instead of 
the county’s cash, My! how good our 
roads would be

TREE PLANTING IN SOUTH 
DAKOTA. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

I notice your Iowa correspondent’s 
inquiry regarding tree planting in 
Hand county, South Dakota. As the 
writer has lived for twenty-four years 
not very far from that section he may 
be able to offer some suggestions of 
value. The ground should be thor- 
oughly subdued by deep plowing and 
good cultivation. Regarding subsoil- 
ing, as Wallaces’ Farmer suggested, 
the writer knows nothing, as we have 
never seen it done, nor have we ever 
heard of its being done for the pur- 
pose of tree planting in this state. 
Possibly it would be an aid, but it 
is certainly not a necessity. 

It is often recommended that trees 
be set five feet apart each way, there- 
by providing a quicker shade for the 
ground, but the writer’s experience 
and observation shows this to be too 
close. We would plant the trees in 
rows eight feet apart each way and 
place those wanted for a permanent 
grove alternately with those to be cut 
out later, making the permanent trees 
sixteen feet apart each way. Closer 
planting of the nurse trees would be 
permissible if they were thinned out 
at the proper time, but this is rarely 
done by the average planter. 

After planting give thorough and 
frequent cultivation throughout the 
season for the first three years, or 
longer if possible. Cultivate as you 
would corn. Preerve a dust mulch at 
all times, never allowing a crust to 
form. No one would expect to raise 
corn by simply putting it in the ground 
and not giving it any cultivation dur- 
ing the season, but this is exactly what 
ninety-nine out of every one hundred 
tree claim planters did here in the 
early eighties. This procedure an- 
swered the purpose of holding the 
claims, but it resulted in mighty few 
groves. As soon as the trees begin to 
crowd in the least, cut out the cheaper 
varieties and allow those wanted for 
permanent trees to spread out nat-

WHERE TO GO FOR POINTERS. 


Farmer fanciers who expect to show 


their birds will do well to read the 
accounts of poultry shows and the 
criticisms of the prize winners and 


Attending to details of 
hibiting becomes a matter of routine 
to old exhibitors. In telling how they 
fit their birds they often fail to give 
the first steps, and it is the neglect 
of the which the poultry 
critic notes and-censures. Often in an 
especially busy time birds are sent to 
the show room half groomed. Usually 
the best birds are the ones that are 
so neglected, on the grounds that their 
quality is such as to entitle them to 
first place without preparation. An 
example of this is given by the Inland 
Poultry Journal in its write-up of the 
Jamestown exhibit: “The White Rock 
exhibit demonstrated one fact, and a 
lesson that some of the breeders will 
not forget, that condition goes a long 
way in winning prizes. In quality it 
was only a toss up between the first 
pen and the fourth pen, but in condi- 
tion the first had decidedly the better 
of the argument, as every bird was as 
white as soft water and soap could 
make it. The result was a blue ribbon, 
while the other pen took fourth. Still, 
as a breeder of White Rocks, we would 
not consider there was five dollars’ 
difference in the valuation of the two 
pens.” 

Speaking of Buff Rocks, Farm Poul- 
try says: “There was an evenness of 
color and uniformity of shape that 
zave a distinctive character to these 
classes. Many decisions in these 
classes were made after examination 
of under color, wings and tails, crit- 
ically, a thing that is not always 
necessary in buff classes, surface color 
very often deciding where the prizes 
go.” 

Should not such comments cause 
every breeder of Buff Rocks to strive 
in his exhibit for evenness of color. 
uniformity of shape, and richness of 
under color? And the same editors’ 
criticism of Rhode Island Reds is a 
valuable pointer to breeders of Reds: 

“Rhode Island Reds were one of the 
features of the show. The males were 
rich and even in color and did not 
show so much of the lighter shade of 
red on the hackle. The females were 
red, real red, and pretty, not buff or 
chocolate, but a red shade that gave 
the classes a distinction not often 
given to red classes.” 

Speaking of the poultry at the New 
York State Fair, the Reliable Poultry 
Journal says: 

“It is worthy of note that Mr. Denny, 
who judged the buff varieties, did not 
place the ribbons on any of the pale 
buffs that were so popular a few years 
ago, but chose a darker shade of 
golden buff. There is a decided tend-

ency in this direction in all eastern 
shows, and, in the writer’s opinion, 
we shall on this account see better 
buff birds bred and exhibited here- 
after. The craze for pale, faded buff 
that prevailed for a time did much 


to injure all buff varieties, as the 
birds selected in the show room were 
of little value as breeders.” 

And of Silver Wyandottes: 

“They were wonderful in lacing in 
some sections but poor in hackle, and 
very far from Wyandotte in shape, and 
did not land very high in the win- 
nings. The breeder who _ entirely 
neglects shape in order to obtain color 
or certain markings in any variety ‘s 
making a grave mistake. In the 
writer’s opinion a Wyandotte with the 
head of a game and the back of a 
Minorca is only fit for the pot.” 

There are styles in chickens as in 
dresses, and the breeder who has put 
his money in fine birds should study 
the fashion hints on fowls, and keep 
strictly up-to-date.

dicated by depth and width of body. 
Plumage—The color of the plumage is 
not an important factor in connection 
with commercial poultry raising. In 
the interests of the breed chosen, how- 
ever, every breeder should give some 
consideration to the plumage so long 
as type is not interfered with. In any 
-ase close feathering is desirable. 


“The law of selection is of first im- 
portance to the pure bred breeder. By 
having a type fixed in his mind and 
by selecting for his breeding pen only 
those individuals which conform most 
closely to that type, the breeder is 
causing each generation to become 
more prepotent in desirable character- 
istics, and he also finds that in each 
succeeding generation there are fewer 
culls 


“Experiments to determine the loss 
in weight by killing and dressing 
showed that the total loss in weight 
of chickens starved for thirty-six 


hours, prepared for market by having 
their necks broken, dry plucked and 
not bled nor drawn, was 20 per cent 


of the live weight. When the chickens 
were prepared for the oven there was 
an average loss of weight of 33 1-3 per 
cent. Fifty-four per cent of the live 
weight of the chicken was the drawn 


weight. Birds that weighed alive 5 
pounds eight ounces, weighed when 
prepared for the oven 2 pounds 15 
ounces. Twelve birds which weighed 


alive the sum of 66 pounds 8 ounces, 
weighed when ready for the oven 36 
pounds 4 ounces. To ascertain the 
price per pound at which the chickens 
could have heen sold by drawn weight, 


plucked weight, or live weight and 
realize the same amount of money, 


the chickens were sold in the regular 
way on the market. The selling price 
was $5.95, and the price per pound was 
16% cents. This price per pound was 


for drawn chickens. If the chickens 
had been sold for 11 cents a pound 


after killing, plucking. and cooling, or 
by plucked weight, they would have 
brought $5.95 also. Or if the chickens 
had been sold for 9 cents a pound live 
weight, they would have brought $5.95. 
So that in this experiment a selling 
price per pound of 9 cents live weight 
equaled 11 cents plucked weight and 











equaled 16% cents drawn weight. A 
value has not been placed on the time | 
necessary to kill, pluck, or draw the | 
chickens.”

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veloping the ova may be very thin or 
thick and resistant, and in the first case 
the ova usually hatch in the surrounding 
media, and infection takes place by the 
embryo While on the other hand the 
eggs possessing a thick shell pass into 
the digestive canal of the host, where 
hatching takes place. The embryo thus 
liberated either remains in the digestive 
tract or passes directly, or through the 
circulation, to the particular tissue or 
organ which favors its future develop- 
ment. 

Parasites may be transmitted from an 
infested animal to a _ healthy animal, 
either by immediate contact or some in- 
termediate bearer. Certain predisposing 
conditions favor the propagation of para- 


sites, and few of them are common to 
several species of animals. Young ani- 
mals with delicate and non-resistant 


tissues favor the development of certain 
parasites, old animals are less able to 
defend themselves from attacks, and the 
contraction and secretion of the digestive 
organs are less capable of expelling the 
organisms which may be found within. 

The multiplication of parasites may be 
favored or hindered by the state of the 
surroundings. Crowding and dirty hab- 
itations aid in the propagation of para- 
sites, the different seasons of the year 
have a direct influence, and this is espe- 
cially noticeable in animals affected with 
mange and lice. 

Parasites have a varying influence on 
the health of their host. Autopsies per- 
formed on animals showing every sign 
of health may reveal the presence of 
large numbers of parasites in the intes- 
tines. The damage done by parasites is 
not so much due to the blood abstracted 
as to the effect of the bite or sting, and 
at other times, as with the mange para- 
sites, the nutrition of the skin is inter- 
fered with, and consequently the general 
health, and if the parasite infest the 
ear we may have serious nervous dis- 
turbances. The intestinal parasites usu- 
ally exert their deleterious influence by 
mechanically obstructing the intestines, 
and at times impairing digestion, and in 
extreme cases causing perforation or 
rupture of the organ. 

Parasites living in the 
intestines are nourished by the more or 
less modified alimentary matters con- 
tained in these organs. All the others de- 
rive their sustenance from the substance 
of their host. The majority of the para- 
sites derive the materials for their de- 
velopment and maintenance from the 
morbid products they excite the secre- 
tion of. Those having a_ digestive 
aparatus ingest these materials while 
others take them through the skin. 

Of the external parasites of hogs, per- 
haps the one most commonly met with is 
the hog louse, known as the haematopinus 
suis. This is a large louse, the female 
sometimes attaining the length of one- 
fourth of an inch. They have a long, 
rather narrow, head, and the mouth is 
fitted for sucking. These lice are found 
mostly behind the ears, about the root 
of the tail, and in the wrinkles of thé 
skin, although when they become numer- 
ous they may be seen anywhere along 
the back. They cause great irritation to 
the host, because of the fact that they 
pierce the skin with their mouth parts 
many times each day in their efforts 
to secure the blood of the host. The 
free use of some one of the good dips will 
destroy these parasites. 

The mite or parasite which cause 
mange or scabies of hogs is quite fre- 
quently met with, and it is of great eco- 
nomic importance, because when a drove 
of swine becomes affected with mange 
they are very much reduced in vitality, 
and the financial loss is sometimes quite 
great. The parasite known as sarcoptes 
scabei is quite small, although it is the 
largest variety of its species, the female 
being about one forty-fifth of an inch in 
length and about one-seventieth of an 
inch in width. It is quite difficult to lo- 
cate owing to the fact that it burrows 
into the skin, and it is only by removing 
the scab, scraping the skin below it clear 
down to the quick, and then examining 
the scrappings with a hand lens, that it 
is possible to determine definitely the 
presence of the parasite. 

The condition is at first manifested by 
a violent itching and intlammation of the 
skin, seemingly first on the head, espe- 
cially on the ears and around the eyes; 
it then spreads to the withers, croup, and 
inner surface of the thighs, and later it 
invades the entire surface of the body. 
The presence of this parasite in the skin 
excites the secretion of a morbid fluid- 
like substance, which, together with the 
abundant amount of epidermic cells, form 
the dry whitish-gray crusts so charac- 
teristic of sarcoptic mange. The skin be- 
comes wrinkled, and the bristles are usu- 


stomach and 


ally shed, or become glued together into 
small tufts which lie on the skin and 
fall off after a time. 


Scabies is transmitted from hog to hog, 
either by direct contact or through the 
medium of the bedding in which the hogs 
sleep; the disease travels slowly, but will 
in time, unless some vigorous means of 
eradication is instituted, spread to the 
entire herd. Thorough and frequent dip- 
ping, or, in bad cases, the application of 
turpentine eight parts and flowers of sul- 
phur one part will materially aid in the 
checking of the disease. 

Of the internal parasites of hogs the 
trichina spiralis is a very important one, 
as it is the cause of the disease known 
as trichinosis, and which disease may be 
readily transmitted to man through the 
eating of the flesh from animals affected 
with the parasite. 

The parasite (trichina spiralis) is, in 
ease of the female, about one-eighth of 
an inch long and quite slender; the male 


is only about one-sixteenth of an inch 
long; in the adult stage they always live 
in the intestines, and it is the larval 
form which lodges in the muscles, there 
becoming encysted and remaining until 
the flesh is eaten by some other animal. 
The parasite is always transmitted from 
one animal to another by ingestion, 
either of infested flesh or of excrementi- 
tious matter in which are the sexualized 
parasites. of their embryos. Most fre- 
quently pigs are infected by eating the 


bodies of rats or mice which have been 
feeding upon the feces or scraps of meat 
of infected pigs. It is thus seen that a 


very important factor in the eradication 
of trichinosis is the extermination of the 
rodents. 

Unless a large number of trichina are 
taken into the system there is not much 
to be seen in the line of symptoms; in 
fact, what symptoms are manifested are 
1ot at all characteristic, as they are 
inalgous to those manifested in simple

The de- 
velopment of the parasite is probably 
similar to the one that causes lung dis- 
ease in sheep. The eggs may be thrown 
out with mucous, and if they pass into 
water or moist earth they may remain

in a dormant condition for months. 
Under certain favorable conditions the 
embryos if dried up after molting can 


be preserved for a long time, and revivi- 
fied when again subjected to moisture. 
This is important as explaining the de- 
structive action of these parasites in dry 
seasons, or in and around the dry and 
dusty pens and feed lots, as it is then 
possible for the worm to enter the body 
in dust by inhalation, although the in- 
festation usually takes place through the 
medium of vegetation, earth, or water. 

In preventing this disease two things 
must be kept in mind: First, to prevent 
the worms from gaining access to the sys- 
tem, and, second, to keep the pigs in a | 
condition unfavorable to the destructive | 
work of the parasite. The most import- | 
ant of the prophylactic measures under 
the first division is to prevent the ani- 
mals from drinking the polluted water in 
infested ponds or mud holes, and con- | 
taminated food where the pens and feed

means a serious loss not only to the 
breeder but also to the packer, because 
of the damage done to the_ intestine 
which is used in the manufacture of 


sausage ‘casings. 

The male of this species is from two to 
three and the female from seven to 
eleven inches long, the ova are laid in the 
intestine of the pig and afterwards escape 
with the bowel discharges; they are ther 
swallowed by the larval form of the May 
beetle. It seems probable that the larval 
stage may be passed through in a num 


ber of invertebrates which are in turn 
devoured by the pig and the larva set 
free, and then develops into an adult 
worm. The symptoms are those of other 
intestinal worms, and little can be dons 
in the way of treatment. By way of prs 


vention in infested localities pigs should 
be shut up and their discharges burned 
or saturated with mercuric chloride solu 
tion, one to one thousand, to destroy the 
mbryos as soon as hatched, and in this 
way the cycle of development is broken 
because the pig will find no invertebrate 
which harbor the larvae. 

The common round worm, known scien- 
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tifically as the ascaris suilla, 


small intestine; the male is about six 
inches and the female about ten inches 
in length, the body is white, firm, and 
pointed at both ends. They are usually 
found in pigs out of condition and vary 
in numbers from ten to twenty for each 
individual When these parasites are 
present in small numbers they do little 
harm, but when pigs are kept continu- 


ously in the same pen, or when they drink 
water that has drained from other 
or sheds they often appear in great num- 


bers, produce serious intestinal disorders, 
vomiting, emaciation, obstruction of the 
bowels and a watery diarrhoea. The 
treatment is both preventive and cura- 
tive Under the rules for prevention we 
consider the sanitary conditions under 
which the pigs are kept Water should 
not be used from a shallow or contami- 
nated well Clean feeding floors and 


watering troughs should be provided, and 


low holes should not be allowed to 
form in the yards One of the simple 
forms of treatment consists in giving 


turpentine in milk, about one teaspoonful 
to a pig weighing one hundred pounds 
This should be given on an empty stom- 


ach, and two or three doses several hours 
apart. 

‘The mode of reproduction is in fact one 
of the principal factors that determines 
the condition under which parasitism 
shall take place Sometimes complete 
evolution of a species only requires one 
host. sometimes it demands two suc- 
cessive, and in general specifically dif- 
ferent hosts 

Much interest is centered on the study 


of parasites because of the danger of in- 
festing man. From our knowledge of the 
modes of infestation we know that ani- 
mals can be rendered absolutely safe from 
the attacks of parasites, but in order to 
accomplish this we must enforce cleanli- 


ness and various other sanitary meas- 
ures, and see that they get pure air to 
breathe, water to drink, and food to eat

FALL SOWING OF ALFALFA. 
To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

I have read with interest the article 
in the Farmer ot November 22d 
headed “Alfalfa Growing in WNe- 
braska,” giving the experience of the 
Valley county, Nebraska, farmer in 
securing a stand, also the advice of 
your paper on this subject, and beg 
to record my experience here in this 
part of Nebraska, Hamilton connty. 

The first several times I sowed 
was in the spring, generally in April, 
by preparing the ground well. sowing 
about twenty pounds of seed to the 
acre, harrowing thoroughly once after, 
and in this manner invariably secured 
a good stand of alfalfa, but in no in- 
stance did I have a good stand at the 
end of the season; for the reason tha 
the foxtail, water grass, and other 
weeds and grasses not being shaded 
to speak of had such good opportunity 
to make a vigorous growth that the 
result was that a large percentage of 
the alfalfa plants were choked out. 

I tried in two or three different in- 
stances to thicken the stand by re- 
sowing the thin places in the spring 
and disking and harrowing. With this 
method the seed came ur well, but 
when fall came very little of the new 
plants were left, for the same reasons 
as stated in the first sowing. 

For the past three years I have 
adopted the plan and method of sow- 
ing in the fall or late summer, the last 
two weeks of August or first two

DAIRYING OR GRAZING AND 


FEEDING. 

An Iowa correspondent writes that 
he has been in the dairy business 
some time and is experiencing the 
usual difficulties in securing help that 
will “do justice to the cow and the 
milk pail.”” He has about decided to 


quit cows and go into the business of 
young cattle and grazing or 
feeding them. He has a silo that will 
keep forty cows two hundred days, 
has plenty of hay, does not like to sell 
the feed off the farm, and asks whether 
we think he could make money by 
grazing and feeding. 


buying 


As he does not say how large his 
farm is, we hesitate to answer him. If 
he has a farm of a quarter section or 
less and can make a cow give down 
good and plenty, and has the equip- 
ment in the way of a silo and stables 
for forty cows, we would unhesitat- 


ingly say that it is better for him to 


bear the ills he has than to fly to 
others that he knows not of. We 
would suggest that he consider the 


advisability of getting a milking ma- 
chine. Not that any of them are per- 
fect but the ills of the milking 
machine may be preferable to the ills 
that necessarily flow from careless, 
inexperienced help in the dairy. 

On the other hand, if he has a large 
farm, say a half section or a section, 
then the proposition is an entirely dif- 
ferent one. <A _ large farm can be 
handled with the minimum of labor 
per acre. He will, however, discover 
that he cannot keep young cattle on 
silage without giving them more pro- 
tection from the weather than is 
necessary when they are on dry feed. 
If you furnish a succulent summer 
feed, you must approximate summer 
temperature. 

A man who can make money buying 
and selling cows, as our correspond- 
ent says he can, could probably in 
time make money buying and selling 
steers; but he will necessarily have 
to change his ideal. Our advice is that 
all men who are doing well enough as 
it is, even if they do meet serious diffi- 
culties, they had better continue their 
present mode of farming than change 
to a new and untried phase. It is, 
however, easier for the man who is 
skilled in dairying to learn how to 
handle stockers and feeders than it is 


for the grazier and feeder to learn 
how to select and handle dairy cows.

THE CREAMERY PROMOTER. 


We hoped that the creamery pro- 
moter was dead and buried beyond the 
hope or possibility of resurrection. 
When he tramped over Iowa and ad- 
joining states some twenty years ago 
his trail was as fatal to dairy prosper- 
ity as the trail of a tick-infested drove 
of Texas cattle was to the native cat- 
tle of the states. 

Since the agitation for a change in 
rates on cream in the states west cf 
the Missouri the creamery promoter 
has again appeared and is carrying on 
his work, we hear, in Kansas, which 
will be as destructive to the real dairy 
interests there as it was twenty years 
ago in the states east of the Missouri. 
There is a tendency now for farmers 
to organize co-operative creameries in 
the states west of the Missouri. This 
is a move in the right direction, when 
undertaken by the right kind of men 
on methods which experience has 
proved to be sound. 

The creamery promoter hears of a 


neighborhood where there are a few 
dairymen who wish to organize a 


creamery on the co-operative plan. He 
puts in his appearance, interviews the 
banker and the merchants, points out 
the advantages of having a creamery 
in the town, which would result in the 
farmers having money coming in 
every month and hence not needing 
credit at the stores, and greatly im- 
proved credit at the bank. He tells how 
the creamery promotes prosperity; 
that the dairy districts in the states 
the Missouri are obvious even 
to a man going through on a Pullman 
car at the rate of thirty miles an hour, 
on account of the improved farm 
buildings, their neat surroundings, the 
well kept school house, and general 
appearance of thrift and prosperity. 
He tells about what can be done with 
a cow, about average yields of three 
hundred pounds of butter fat for which 
the creamery will pay from half a cent 


east of 





to a cent above the New York price 
for butter; and that all that is neces- 
sary to do is to let him put them up 
a creamery, equip it and put in charge 
an experienced butter-maker. 

inis is a beautiful tale to inexperi- 
enced ears, and catches men who have 
not been caught by stories of gold 
mines, silver mines, etc. He is quite 
as much of a fakir, however, as the 
man who advertises mining and other 
enterprises in a give-away never-stop 
agricultural paper. 

He does not tell these people that 
in order to run at a profit the creamery 
should handle ten thousand pounds 
of milk or its equivalent in cream per 
day; that the ordinary cow that has 
been raising calves all her life is prac- 
tically useless in the stables of the 
patron of the creamery; that one-half 
or more of them will not pay their 
board; and that nearly all of them 
will milk only for a short period, and 


that in the summer season. He does 
not tell them that to establish a co- 
operative creamery there must ke ed- 
ucated cows, that is, cows educated 
to milk ten months in the :e r and to 
give twenty pounds a day or over; that 
there must be educated farmers to 
feed these cows a milk-producing ra- 
tion; and that there must be an edu- 
cated butter-maker to handle the cream. 
Neither does he tell them that the 
creamery must be built at the mini- 


mum of cost. 

Even with all these things lacking 
he is often able to induce farmers to 
give their joint notes, thus making 
a few liable to have to pay for the 
whole creamery enterprise. The men 
who have helped the promoter fool 
the public are usually excused from 
the payment of the pro rata. The 
creamery is built at a cost of anywhere 
from 50 to 100 per cent above the 
normal or actual value, and it requires 
only about six months to demonstrate 
to every stockholder that the cream- 
ery is destined to be a failure. Usu- 
ally in the course of a few months it 
is ornamented with a mortgage, which 
is promptly foreclosed and bought by 
some man who knows something about 
the business. He generally finds by 
bitter experience that the patrons have 
become so disgusted with the cream- 
ery business that they will not look 
an honest cow in the face. 

To our Kansas subscribers, and to 
all others, we say: Don’t listen for a 
single moment to a creamery promoter 
who comes to you from a distance. 
We cannot now recall a single instance 


in Iowa, Minnesota, Illinois, Kansas, 
Nebraska, or Wisconsin in which a 
promoted creamery ever paid _ its 


stockholders until it was re-organized 
on the right basis. We do not know 
of a single instance in which dairying 
has not been set back from five to 
ten years by these promoted cream- 
eries.° The railroad people call them 
“sick sisters.” 

The creameries that have prospered 
are those that were organized by men 
who understand cows and dairy form, 
who know how to throw out of the 
herd any animal that does not give a 
paying quantity of milk, and who know 
how to feed cows for milk. When a 
sufficient number of this kind of men 
-an be found in any community it will 
pay to organize a creamery with a 
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the best winter investment 
any dairy farmer ever made

minimum of five thousand pounds of 
milk per day, which will be increased 
to ten thousand pounds when the 
neighbors who have not been dairy- 
men heretofore catch on. 

Pains must be taken to secure the 
best plan of building adapted to the 
locality. The contract should be let 
by a committee that understands 
something about building. The cream- 
ery supplies should be _ purchased 
direct from some reliable firm dealing 
in such supplies. An _ experienced 
butter-maker must be secured. The 
creamery organized on this line means 
prosperity to the entire community. 
It means better’ citizens, better 
schools, better farms, better buildings; 
while the creamery built by a _ pro- 
moter is a curse to any community in 
any state.

COLDS, THEIR CAUSE AND CURE. 


To Hearts and Homes: 

The causes of may be 
considered as immediate and perdis- 
The two, however, may blend 
so that no distinct line of demarca 
tion between them may be in evidence. 
To make a rather broad and sweeping 
assertion, we may say that bad 
hygiene is the principal cause, on 
which matter I wish to make a few 
qualifying remarks. 

A cold always starts as an effort 
on the part of the body to get rid of 
impurities. It is first manifest in the 
mucus membranes as a catarrh, but 
may also soon affect all the tissues of 
the body. The reasons why colds oc 
cur in cold weather are these: Cold 
weather calls for more heat, which we 
supply in an increased amount of fuel 
(food). We then eat more of the 
carbonaceous, heat-producing, foods, 
especially meat, and of course there is 
necessarily an increased amount of 
burning up (oxidation) going on in the 
system with more waste to be elim- 
inated. The matter of elimination is 
too often neglected in cold weather, 
and as a consequence the system be 
comes clogged with impurities and the 
re-absorption of this into the blood is 
a fruitful cause of colds. The vitality 
becomes in some measure lowered and 
an exposure to cold or dampness re- 
sults in an attack of cold, or “grip.” 
as it is now so often called. It may 
be put down as a pretty dependable 
fact that if the alimentary canal is 
kept reasonably free from excremen- 
tious matter and the general vitality 
kept at or above par colds will not 
occur. 

Keeping our living rooms too warm 
and the breathing of super-heated and 
vitiated air is a condition often ac- 
countable for colds. The skin is the 
great regulator of body heat. If we 
keep the skin, which has more to do 
in keeping the body cleared of waste 
and impurities than any other crgan, 
too warm it loses much of its 
function and tone, so that” ex- 
posure to the elements may cause the 
pores to close up and as a consequence 
the internal organs become congested 
and colds follow. It is a habit we all 
acquire, that of wearing too much 
clothing. We could get along with 
abundant clothing in the winter 
be all the better for it. This is 
not an erratic statement, as some 
might at first dash be inclined io 
think, and to prove it I would call 
attention to the fact that we wear 
less clothing on the face than on any 
other portion of the body, yet the face 
is as tender and sensitive as any part 
of the body. Clothing should always 
be as light as possible in weight and 
possess a certain degree of porosity. 
If the feet are kept warm and com- 
fortable little attention beyond a cer- 
tain degree of comfort need be paid 
to the rest of the body. A noted singer 
states that she remains free from 
colds and throat trouble by leaving 
her neck unprotected in cold weather 
and by frequently bathing the throat 
and chest with cold water. People 
living in arctic temperatures seldom 
have colds because they learn to be- 
come inured and toughened to the cli- 
mate. 

It is a well known fact that sub- 
jection to changes of temperature is 
a frequent cause of colds. This, how- 
ever, is usually only an _ exciting 
cause, as the system is likely to be 
loaded with poisonous matter or the 
person’s stock of vitality is low. Many 
persons have the “cold habit” and ac- 
quire one on the slightest provocation. 
Exposure at certain times and under 
certain conditions render one much 
more liable to colds. When the cir- 
culation and vitality are lowest, as 
when suffering from loss of sleep, 
fatigue, grief, etc., one is in the best 
condition for taking cold. Exposure 
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in the early and unseasonable hours 2f 
morning is a good time for a cold to 
have its onset. A cold wind may be 
faced without injury, but if a cold 
wind blows upon a localized spot of 
the body, say through a key-hole, the 
vitality of the part may be so lowered 
that a cold may ensue. 

Colds are not the inconsequential 
matter so often regarded by the laity. 
“Only a cold” is heard on every side. 
People are generally disposed to re- 
gard a cold more as a matter of in- 
convenience rather than a jeopardy to 
life and health. The person who takes 
cold easily and frequently stands in 
danger of acquiring more serious ail- 
ments, especially tuberculosis. An 
acute and severe cold is a good soil 
for almost any disease. 

The prevention of colds has been 
suggested between the lines of this 
article. Do not overclothe or overeat. 
Breathe pure air indoor and out, day 
and night. Keep the alimentary canal 
clean and the skin active by frequent 
bathing, preferably the cold _ bath. 
Keep the feet warm and the head cool. 
In a word, live in a hygienic manner, 
and colds are defied. 

What to do if the cold is getting you 
in its grasp? There are hundreds cf 
remedies, most of them no good. The 
medicine people advertise remedies to 
cure a cold in one day. If there were 
any remedy with such potent and 
magic force it couldn’t be manufac- 
tured fast enough to meet the demand. 
Whisky and quinine are taken by 
many, but the writer doubts their util- 
ity in any far-reaching number of 
cases. Remedies taken at night to 
produce perspiration may be of real 
value, provided the sufferer stays in 
bed the next day. If he goes about 
his daily affairs as usual it may be 
the cause of him taking “fresh cold.” 
In fact, it is the consensus of medical 
opinion, of those who really know, that 
the quickest way to get rid of a cold 
is to go to bed and stay there until 
well. Hot lemonade, whisky, Dover 
powder, and the remedies that open 
the skin, are sure to do harm while 
one is going about his daily avocation. 
Cathartics are perhaps more curative 
than any class of drugs. Calomel and 
salts, while not aesthetic remedies, 
will invariably do good. Quinine and 
whisky produce a certain degree of 
numbness and stimulation, but their 
ultimate effect is to check the elimina- 
tion of waste products. A cold bath 
may break up a cold in its incipient 
stage. It acts as a powerful tonic and 
stimulant, but everyone cannot stand 
the severity of it. Do not “feed a 
cold.” The system is already strug- 
gling to rid itself of impurities and 
only the most easily assimilated nour- 
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ishment should be taken. If you wi 
to soon be rid of your cold stay 
room that has an unvarying tem 
ture, but which is abundantly suppli 


with pure air. Do not load the sto: 
ach with remedies that are of dou!

himself in Shiloh by the word of 
Jehovah.” 
The two particular points of this 


lesson are the revelation of the will 
of God to the child Samuel (verses 
6-10) and the unpardonable iniquity of 
the priestly house of Eli (verses 
11-16). 

For three thousand years, God- 
fearing mothers, whether Gentile or 
Jewish, have told their wondering and 
admiring little ones the story of the 
little boy whose name was Samuel, 
that is, asked of God, and the story 
seems as fresh and wonderful to the 
children of today as it might have 
been to little Solomon, Asa, or Heze- 
kiah. It takes us into the sanctuary 
of home, a mother’s heart, and we can 
see Hannah, herself a Nazirite and 
total abstainer, and a_ prophetess, 
praying in bitterness of soul and weep- 
ing sore in the ancient sanctuary at 
Shiloh, only her lips moving, among 
the very first examples of silent and 
unrecorded prayer in all the Bible, 
that of Gideon before the watch fire 
of the Midianites being another, and 
then registering a solemn vow that if 
her prayer was answered the child 
should be brought up as a Nazirite 
and devoted to the service of the Lord. 
For this was the age of vows; for ex- 
ample, the vow of Jeptha and the vow 
of Saul (when men sought for them- 
selves abnormal courage by pledging 
themselves to do certain specific 
things if their prayer was answered). 

In imagination we can see Hannah 
coming with the little child a couple 
of years afterwards, telling the aged 
Eli that this was the little boy for 
whom she had prayed, her husband 
bringing the unusual sacrifice of three 
bullocks with the accompaniment of 
flour and wine, solemnly consecrating 
the boy to the service of Jehovah by 


this unusual and public service or 
family worship. We can imagine 
Samuel girded as a priest, with a 


linen coat, and his mother coming 
every year to one of the great festivals 
bringing him a new one of which we 
can reasonably believe she had spun 
the linen thread from the flax grown 
by her husband, woven the cloth, and 
made the garment, weaving and 
stitching her prayers into it (I Samuel 
2:18-19). Note the following passages 
descriptive of the early life and growth 
in character and knowledge of the 
Lord. “Samuel ministered before 
Jehovah, being a child” (I Samuel 2: 
18); “And the child Samuel grew be- 
fore Jehovah” (I Samuel 2:21); “And 
the child was young” (I Samuel 1:24); 
“As long as he liveth he is granted 


to Jehovah” (I Samuel 1:28); “And 
the child Samuel grew on, and in- 


creased in favor both with the Lord, 
and also with men” (I Samuel 2:26); 
“And Samuel grew, and Jehovah was 


with him, and did let none of his 
words fall to the ground” (I Samuel 
2.19). 


In all these various ways the Scrip- 
tures impress us with the idea of the 
capacity of the child to serve God in 
spirit and in truth. The picture is 
that of a child growing up from child- 
hood to manhood, a life of consecra- 
tion and devotion, of what Paul after- 
ward called the “nurture and admoni- 
tion of the Lord,” or, to use our mod- 
ern phrase, “Christian nurture.” We 
can see him rising at daylight in the 
morning, putting out the lamp which 
had burned all night in the Holy Place 
and opening the doors of the house, 
and again lighting it in the evening 
and closing the doors, thus becoming 
the light bearer to Israel in a time of 
great spiritual darkness. 

We see him as he sleeps the sleep of 
innocent childhood in the sacred place, 
and rising and coming to Eli in re- 
sponse to his supposed call, once, 
twice, thrice, until Eli perceives that 
the Lord was speaking to him in a 
dream, and when once more the voice 
is heard, or, to translate literally, until 
the Lord uncovered his ear, as if He 


had pressed back his unshorn locks 
and whispered a message for him 
alone, when he answered: “Speak, 


Lord; for thy servant heareth.” This 
last is the attitude which Samuel 
maintained to the Divine Being during 
his entire life. He was ever ready to 
learn the Divine will and follow it; 
in modern phrase, to know the right 
as it was given him to see the right 
and do it without hesitation and with- 
out flinching. 

Fascinating as the story of Samuei 
is to childhood, his life is none the 
less interesting to manhood. To those 
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of us who believe that both heredity 
and environment are potent forces in 
character building and that pre-natal 
influences have much to do in the 
formation of character, the life of 
Samuel is of absorbing interest, afford- 
ing as it does an example of uniform 
development in the line of righteous- 
ness from childhood to manhood, with 
no sudden conversion, no paroxysms 
of grief or joy, but growing up nat- 
urally as a child of God, unconscious 
that he had ever been anything else. 

To the student of history he fur- 
nishes an example of the training 
necessary for the man who could carry 
a nation through a great crisis in its 
history when scattered and often hos- 
tile tribes were to be welded into a 
nation with a strong central govern- 


ment, yet still retaining and protect- 
ing the rights and privileges of the 
people. 


To the statesman and the political 
reformer his life is none the less fas- 
cinating, while the educator cannot 
fail to be interested in this founder of 
colleges which, whether scientific, lit- 
erary, or theological, have done so 
much to develop the highest civiliza- 
tion. 

The theologian cannot fail to be 
interested in the first and real founder 
of that great school of prophets which 
continued down to the days of Malachi 
and which in both kingdoms was al- 
ways the power behind the throne, the 
real government during the period of 
the monarchy, a class of men who 
voiced the will of God to the Jewish 
people as it has never been voiced 
to any nation before nor since. 

It seems at first a hard thing that 
the first Divine message which Samuel 
was commissioned to bear was the 
doom of the priestly house of his 
friend and benefactor Eli, who had 
now judged Israel forty years (verses 
11-14). As we read it even now in 
cold type after three thousand years 
have passed, it almost makes our ears 
tingle and our blood run cold. Com- 
ing as it did from the lips of a child 
whom Eli had already recognized as 
a fitting medium for the revelation of 
the Divine will, it must have made the 
cold sweat start from his every pore, 
so sweeping is the indictment and so 
hopeless the condemnation. 

“For I have told him that I will 


judge his house forever for the in- 
iquity which he knew; because his 
sons did bring a curse upon them- 
selves, and he restrained them not. 


And therefore I have sworn unto the 
house of Eli, that the iniquity of Eli’s 
house shall not be expiated with sacri- 
fice nor offering forever.” 

Such sweeping condemnation as this 
never comes without warning. In I 
Samuel 2:27-36 we have the full ac- 


| count of the previous warning: 

“Behold, the days come, that I will 
cut off thine arm, and the arm of thy 
father’s house, that there shall not be 
an old man in thine house. * * * 
And I will raise me up a faithf"! 
priest, that shall do according to that 
which is in mine heart and in m ne 
mind: and I will build him a sure 
house and he shall walk before mine 
anointed forever. And it shall eome 
to pass, that every one that is left in 
thine house shall come and bow. down 
to him for a piece of silver and a 
morsel of bread, and shall say, Put me 
I pray thee, into one of the priests’ 
offices, that I may eat a morsel of 
bread.” 

Eli did rebuke his sons for their 
avarice and licentiousness. The con- 
demnation in this lesson was not for 
failure to rebuke but failure to re 
strain. “I have told him that I will 
judge his house forever for the in 
iquity which he knew; because his 
sons did bring a curse upon them 
selves, and he restrained them nv” 
Parents must teach and advise, }) 't 
that is not their whole duty. The, %~ 
endowed with authority and _ they 
should use that. 

Poor old Eli! His boys were now 
grown men beyond his control. It wis 
too late to restrain, and the go 
pious, but weak, old man can do no 
more than bow to the Divine will 
(“And he said, It is Jehovah: let h'm 
do what seemeth him good”) to the 
utter destruction not only of Hfonn! 
and Phinehas but to the whole priesi! 
family, Ahimelech, his descendant, °n 
his family being slain by Saul, wi'h 
the exception of young Abiathar. who 
was thrust out by Solomon in his old 
age (I Kings 2:26-27). 

It is sad to read in I Samuel 8:15 
that Samuel also had bad boys whom 
in his old age he undertook, apparen 
ly without Divine authority, to anpoint 
as judges, and that in him the sins 
of Eli were repeated and the elders 
were compelled to say to him: “Th»: 
art old, and thy sons walk not in thy 
ways: now make us a king.” 

The obvious lessons are these: That 
it is possible for even a child to fear 
God and to grow up, so to speak. from 
childhood into a holy life withont ~ny 
conscious conversion; second, while a 
godly parentage counts for much, it 
does not insure a godly posterity 
third, there are family sins, and in 
families and in nations, as well as in- 
dividuals, the wages of sin is death; 
fourth, parents have a divinely given 
authority to restrain their children 
from evil if instructions and advice 
prove unavailing; fifth, even as good 
a man as Samuel may have boys not 
fit to be preachers or even to go to 
congress.

THE FALL PIG. 

Nearly every year most farmers 
have a number of fall pigs. They do 
not expect to make much money out 
of these, but they do expect them to 
make themselves useful picking up 
waste corn, and to come through the 
winter in shape to be turned off in 
June or July, or at any rate before the 
spring pigs are fit for the market. 

There some farmers who have 
“good luck,” as they say, in growing 
fall pigs, and others who feel that they 
might just as well kill pigs that come 
in the fall as to attempt to carry them 
through the year. The reason for the 
failure is frequently a lack of proper 
bedding. What the fall pig eats dur- 
ing the winter is not as important as 
where he sleeps. Pigs will frequently 
come through the cold months in fair- 
ly good shape, and become puny, 
sickly, and die during the months of 
March and April. The reason for this 
is that during these cold and damp 
months they are very likely to have 
poor bedding, sleeping on manure 
piles or piling up around straw 
stacks, and thus become damp, cold, 
and mangy, and drag out a miserable 
existence. The fall pig will usually 
manage to get around and find enough 
to eat, but he should have a dry place 
to sleep. 

The best bedding that we have ever 
found for fall pigs, or any other kind 
of pigs, for that matter, is flax straw. 
Readers in the northern portion of our 
territory usually have an abundance of 
this flax straw, but if they do not grow 
flax themselves they had better buy 
it; for there is nothing better for bed- 
ding for the hogs. It does not break 
up like oats or wheat straw. What- 
ever bedding may be available, don’t 
stint the supply given the fall pig.

BURN YOUR DEAD HOGS. 
The state veterinarian of Nebraska 
in trying to ascertain the source of 
infection of a recent epidemic of hog 
cholera in that state discovered that 


it was brought to the farm by a stream 
on the banks of which, and above the 
farm, a neighboring farmer had been 
burying his dead hogs for some years 
past. This is only one of many cases, 
and should emphasize the advice we 
have been giving farmers for years: 
Don’t bury your dead hogs. . No mat- 
ter how remote the grave yard, nor 
how well you may have it fenced, you 
are liable to have the graves of these 
hogs desecrated by their descendants 
and thus start a disease in your herd 
which will make another grave yard 
necessary. 

Burn your dead hogs, especially if 
you have any reason to suppose they 
died from cholera. Now don’t pile 
them up and then pile brush and corn 
cobs over them. You cannot burn 
hogs in that way with any success or 
satisfaction. Put a couple of logs or 
rails together, put cobs and kindling 
between them, start a good fire, lay 
your hogs on that, and burn them up 
with their own fat. This is the easy 
way and the pleasant way, if there is 
any pleasure in burning up the profits 
of the year. But better burn up the 
profits of the year than to sow the 
seed for a harvest of losses in the year 
to come. Fire is a great purifier. Try 
it with your dead hogs. 


It is more important that the sleep- 
ing quarters for the brood sows and 
for the fat hogs should be dry and well 
ventilated than that they should be 
warm. They should be warm enough 
to keep the hogs from piling up on 
one another during the cold nights, 
but they should not be so warm that 
the hogs come out in the morning 
steaming. That makes lung trouble 
and causes loss. 


An Iowa subscriber writes: “How 
ean I tell whether my hogs have 
tuberculosis? I have reason for sus- 
pecting that they do have it, but when 
I look at them there is nothing what- 
ever to indicate it. They seem to be 
in splendid condition, and eat well. 
Is there any way by which I can tell 
definitely?” The only way our corre- 
spondent can satisfy himself on this 
is to kill one or two of them and have 
them examined by someone who knows 
what tuberculosis is. The condition of 
the hog is absolutely no indication of 
the presence of the disease. If our

goes to its death. The steer will come 
back again, but the pig will not. 
Hence the sale of these little pigs 
means a scarcity of hogs in the future, 
and, consequently, paying prices. 

The price of hogs on the market dur- 
ing Thanksgiving week is about as 
low as it can be, and is not justified 
by present conditions, bad as they may 
seem. While the consuming power of 
the public, and particularly of the 
laboring man, has been lessened, none 
the less the world will eat pork. The 
packers have done their utmost to 
depress the price of pork, but there 
is a point beyond which the packer 
cannot go. Hence, because markets 
are falling is no reason why the farmer 
should rush immature hogs onto the 
market and thus still further depress 


the price. 

While we do not advise any man 
when to sell, and do not make any 
prediction of future prices, neverthe- 


less we feel it to be our duty to point 
out the existing conditions, in order 
that they may take these into account 
in forming a decision as to how they 
will market their products. 

Very much depends upon the time 
when payments in currency are re- 
sumed, but which should be reached 
before this paper gets to our readers. 
If when that time comes farmers will 
keep their heads level, as they have 
done, and bankers will be as level- 
headed as farmers, trade will resume 
its old channels, our stuff will pass 
freely to the old world in payment for 
gold that has been bought or that will 
be bought in the future; and while 
we should not anticipate the high 
prices that have prevailed for the last 
three or four years, there is no reason 
when this is done why farmers should
